Shoot First, Lie Later 


In recent Southern California police-brutality cases, jurors decided the violent cops were also brazen liars 



A sk prominent Santa Ana-based 

attorney Federico Sayre what ties 
together two recent, notable police- 
brutality trials he argued, and the former 
U.S. Marine officer won’t hesitate to answer. 

“In both cases, the key question was: 
‘Were the cops telling the truth?”’ says 
Sayre, the onetime head of the local 

Hispanic Bar Asso¬ 
ciation. “And in 
both cases, juries 
concluded the cops 
weren’t being hon¬ 
est. The officers 
had been willing to 
lie under oath.” 

It wasn’t long 
ago that police in 
Orange County 
enjoyed reputations 
for honesty, as virtu¬ 
ous heroes. However, in the past decade, 
we’ve seen cops rape women, molest boys, 
steal cocaine from evidence lockers, per¬ 
petrate domestic violence, falsify official 
reports, assault handcuffed suspects, lie on 
the witness stand, knowingly arrest inno¬ 
cent people, party with organized-crime 
figures, accept bribes and destroy evidence. 
Last month, a jury convicted an LAPD 
detective of committing a sadistic murder. 

With Orange County residents alarmed 
over the savage killing of Kelly Thomas by 
Fullerton police last July and awaiting tri¬ 
als of two involved cops, questions about 
police credibility will remain a hot topic 
for the foreseeable future. Yet, for most 
of us, police corruption still isn’t tangible. 
That’s not true for Anaheim’s Ernest Ray¬ 
mond Rodriguez, one of Sayre’s clients. 

In May 2009, Rodriguez foolishly lost his 
temper and broke a Belmont Shore shop 
window near Legends Sports Bar. Con¬ 
fronted by the bar’s bouncers, Rodriguez 
agreed to stay until cops arrived. Jonathan 
A. Steinhauser, a culinary host turned 
Long Beach cop, didn’t believe Rodriguez 
adequately complied with his commands 
and struck him with a baton. The man put 
up his arms to protect himself and gained 
control of the weapon. The cop pulled out 
his Glock handgun and fired three bullets 
that incredibly put nine holes in Rodriguez. 

“Thankfully, all the shots missed vital 
organs,” Sayre says. 

Police can legally use deadly force to 
defend themselves from real threats. To 
justify the shooting, Steinhauser claimed 
Rodriguez approached him while holding 
the baton as though it were “a baseball 
bat,” a stance the cop saw as a potential 
fatal threat. (Note regarding the Thomas 
killing: Steinhauser testified that cops 
strike a suspect’s torso to gain compliance 
or the head to inflict lethal damage; Ful¬ 
lerton cops targeted Thomas’ head.) 

“The way [Rodriguez] was holding the 
baton was up around the shoulder area, high 


enough that it would have been at my head 
level,” the cop explained to Sayre during a 
deposition for a civil lawsuit against the city 
of Long Beach. “[The baton] was moving 
forward_[I fired] three shots in rapid suc¬ 

cession. ... After the third shot, he fell to the 
ground and didn’t pose a threat to me.” 

But five eyewitnesses, including ex-U.S. 
Marine David Irizarry, dispute the cop’s 
tale. According to Irizarry, Rodriguez never 
moved toward Steinhauser or held the 
baton in a threatening way. In fact, Irizarry 
saw the man toss the baton over his shoul¬ 
der. He testified that Rodriguez then stood 
still with his arms up and, to show his 
hands were empty, held his palms open to 
Steinhauser. Irizarry said that’s when the 
cop began unnecessarily shooting. 

“I was looking at Mr. Rodriguez when 
he tossed the baton behind him, and then 
I just heard shots,” he testified. 

Irizarry became Sayre’s star witness at 
the 2011 trial, which ended in Rodriguez’s 
favor. Last month, U.S. District Court 
Judge David O. Carter upheld the verdict. 
He also ordered Long Beach to pay about 
$280,000 in damages and legal costs, 
including Sayre’s $700-per-hour fee. 

Sayre’s other recent victory over police 
brutality began with a Nov. 5,2009, 

LAPD-surveillance operation on a San 
Pedro residence in a heavily Latino neigh¬ 
borhood. Despite not seeing any drugs, 
the officers—Alan Coleman and Dana 
Lovato—weaved together three obser¬ 
vations they thought justified a raid: a 
male stood in the front-yard area; during 
a 12-minute period, two vehicles drove 
up, stopped and talked to the man before 
driving away; and a young man riding a 
skateboard passed their observation point, 


politely said, “Hey,” and then stopped 
briefly near the house under surveillance. 

“I’d been discovered,” Coleman 
asserted later in a sworn deposition. “This 
was, from my observation, narco activity.” 

In reality, the observations alone—a man 
standing in a front yard, two briefly stopping 
vehicles and a friendly skateboarder—meant 
zilch. It wasn’t suspicious that Enrique 
Hernandez stood in front of that residence 
because he lived there with his parents. In 
fact, he wasn’t alone outside. But the other 
people weren’t drug dealers, either. They 
included Hernandez’s two best, lifelong 
friends: 19-year-old restaurant banquet 
server Gustavo Dorado and 18-year-old 
Damian Ramirez, a trade-school student. 

The cops thought they’d entered the 
neighborhood undetected. They were 
clueless that Hernandez and his friends 
saw them hiding. Because they’d been 
doing nothing illegal, the men were 
equally clueless they were the ones being 
watched. “I guess, in a way, we were being 
nosy to see what happened [to bring the 
police],” Dorado later recalled. “[We 
thought] they were looking for somebody.” 

When officers approached, the young 
men didn’t flee. The cops began question¬ 
ing and heard someone say, “Do you want 
me to get down from the tree?” 

The question posed by Ramirez, who 
was sitting on a wooden plank about mid¬ 
way up a nearby 8-foot tree, startled the 
cops. There was nothing nefarious about 
the makeshift treehouse. Years earlier, as 
little boys, the three friends placed the 
plank between branches and used it as a 
perch when they played. 

According to the police records, the 
officers managed the “threatening” scene 


with textbook skill and without the 
use of any force. After Ramirez left the 
tree, officers handcuffed and eventually 
released the three men when searches 
found no drugs or weapons. But the 
police version wasn’t truthful. 

Witnesses saw the 6-foot-2, 240-pound 
Coleman tackle the 135-pound Ramirez, 
throw as many as six punches to his body 
and knee him in his rib cage at least twice, 
according to court records. The force 
punctured the teenager’s lungs, required 
two hospitalizations, as well as surgery, 
and will forever prevent him from swim¬ 
ming or playing sports again. 

In the aftermath, Coleman adamantly 
denied beating Ramirez, but he claimed 
he had justification to feel threatened. 
Sayre asked the officer during a deposition 
to explain. Coleman said Ramirez asserted 
he had constitutional rights from police 
abuse when he was placed in handcuffs. 

According to a deposition transcript, 
Sayre asked the cop, “If a citizen says 
to you, ‘I have rights,’ you consider that 
aggressive behavior?” 

Here’s the answer that demonstrates 
how warped some Southern California 
cops have become: “An officer could take 
that as an aggression,” a straight-faced 
Coleman replied. 

Last month, the officer’s assertions 
didn’t impress a jury as credible. It sided 
with Sayre. Police could now pay more 
than $585,000 for the abuse. 

For Ramirez—now a grocery clerk— 
Coleman’s assault altered his life. 

“I don’t feel safe,” he testified. “I don’t 
think I will ever be able to trust the 
police anymore.”

A bout 213 miles up in space, the 
Earth below a cerulean blue, the 
universe around them infinite 
and awesome, Jose Hernandez 
and Danny Olivas wanted Mexican food. 

The two had come prepared. They were 
astronauts on STS-128, a NASA mission 
that flew the Discovery space shuttle to 
rendezvous with the International Space 
Station on Aug. 30,2009. Discovery’s seven- 
member crew spent 10 days at the research 
station, primarily to resupply the people 
already up there and to rotate members. 
Olivas—raised in El Paso, Texas—went on 
a spacewalk to repair an ammonia tank, 
among other tasks; Hernandez—a native 
of Mexico who picked crops in California’s 
Central Valley alongside family mem¬ 
bers as a child—sent his thoughts to our 
planet en espanol. “Espero la cosecha de mi 
sueno sirva como inspiracion a todosl” he 
enthused via Twitter. “I hope the harvest of 
my dream serves as inspiration to all!” 

On Sept. 8, the Discovery crew 
undocked from the Space Station. It was 
morning. It was time for breakfast burri- 
tos. The rest of the crew had earlier asked 
Hernandez and Olivas if they would cook 
the meal, as Olivas was the NASA member 
who knew how to make them best. Of 
course. A video camera transmitted foot¬ 
age of the duo floating toward the galley 
of the middeck to open a shelf containing 
the ingredients they needed to construct 
the cylindrical god in zero gravity: flour 
tortillas sealed in a vacuum pack, clumps 
of ready-to-eat scrambled eggs and fat 
sausage patties. 

Olivas pulled out a tortilla, letting it 
float in front of him while tearing open 


a thumb-sized salsa packet. He smeared 
a smiley face on the tortilla and tried to 
roll it up; since it wasn’t cooked, the flour 
flatbread bent into a U-shape but wobbled 
back into its outstretched natural state. 
Hernandez, meanwhile, opened a pouch 
that contained the patty. Olivas placed 
the tortilla near the meat, expecting the 
sausage to plop down on it, as it would in 
terra firma. Instead, the brownish, glis¬ 
tening mass popped out of the bag, away 
from the tortilla below it; presumably, it 
would’ve continued on an endless trajec¬ 
tory in zero gravity if the fast-thinking 
Olivas hadn’t grabbed the sausage with 
the tortilla. The salsa acted as a binding 
agent and secured the incipient Icarus. 

The eggs proved more manageable. 
Hernandez cut them out of a packet; 
Olivas used a spoon to guide each mini¬ 
mound onto the tortilla, then promptly 
chopped them into smaller pieces, the 
better to smush and smear—if the tortilla 
would only bend. The moment of truth 
arrived: Olivas folded the vessel in half, 
wrapping one flap over the other, and 
rolled it tight. Success! A breakfast burrito 
was born, and more were on the way. 

This wasn’t the first time burritos 
orbited Earth—Olivas made a batch on 
his previous visit to the Space Station 
two years earlier. In fact, NASA had used 
tortillas for astronaut sustenance as early 
as 1985, when Mexican scientist Rodolfo 
Neri Vela requested a pack as part of 
his food provisions to make tacos. At 
the time, the media treated Neri’s food 
choices with bemusement, but astro¬ 
nauts quickly took to flour tortillas—not 
only because of the flavor, redolent of 


flour and slightly sweet, but also because 
they were better than most of the steril¬ 
ized slop they ate. Tortillas didn’t spoil 
easily. Astronauts could wrap one around 
anything and make a quick meal. They 
also weren’t as dangerous as bread, 
whose crumbs crippled air vents and 
sensitive equipment. 

NASA took tortillas so seriously that it 
tinkered with the recipe—which hadn’t 
substantially changed in millennia save 
for the introduction of flour—to keep 
stacks fresh for up to six months. Scien¬ 
tists created a nitrogen-filled packet that 
removed almost all the oxygen present 
in the pouch, so as to prevent mould 
from growing. One major problem arose: 
Astronauts discovered that 6-month-old 
space tortillas became bitter—and no one 
deserves a bitter tortilla. Finally, NASA 
found a manufacturer that made an 
extended-shelf-life tortilla that lasted up 
to a year and retained its allure, a maker 
that also sold the product to fast-food 
Mexican chains. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars well-spent. 

“I cannot think of anything that cannot 
be put on a tortilla or has not been put on 
a tortilla,” wrote Sandra Magnus, a vet¬ 
eran astronaut, in a blog post while up in 
the International Space Station in 2008. 
“When a shuttle shows up, you are in tor¬ 
tilla heaven because [astronauts] show up 
with tons of them and graciously donate 
all of the extras to the ISS crews. You 
really want to be swimming in tortillas 
your whole increment.” 

And for short missions of five to seven 
days? Astronauts often bring flour tor-

tillas fresh from a Houston tortilleria, 
a tortilla factory. No modifications, no 
chemicals—just unadulterated rapture. 
The perfect food. 

“Danny is an expert in zero-g burrito 
making,” Hernandez radioed to Mission 
Control after the burrito party. It was a 
mission of celebration: Never had two 
Mexican-Americans flown in space on 
the same mission, and never did burritos 
shine so bright. Sure, Hernandez and 
Olivas offered a service to their crew- 
mates that hundreds of thousands of their 



fellow Mexican provided daily back on 
Earth—prepping Mexican food for Ameri¬ 
cans more than happy to gobble it up. The 
feast made the news; a video soon went 
viral across the Internet, the astronauts’ 
beaming, proud smiles as they hoisted 
their fast food available for humanity 
to see. So high up in the heavens, up 
above the world, the burrito not only had 
become universal—but it was now finally, 


truly cosmic, as well. 

MEXICAN FDDD APPEARS AT our state din¬ 
ners, in elegant presentations. Mexican 
food appears in our school cafeterias; 
packaged as chimichangas or in bags of 
Fritos; in convenience stores, heating on 
rolling racks, waiting for the hands of 
hurried customers. Mexican food spon¬ 
sors college bowl games such as the Tosti- 
tos Fiesta Bowl and buys naming rights 
for sporting venues such as the Taco Bell 
Arena at Boise State in Idaho. Mexican 
food commercials blanket television air¬ 
waves, hawking salsa and hard-shelled 
taco packets and high-priced tequilas 
and imported beers, promising a day at 
the beach and endless fiestas. Mexican 
food fills our grocery aisles, feeds college 
dormers, sits in our freezers and pantries, 
is the focus of massive festivals, becomes 
tween trends or front-page news—and if 
you don’t know what I’m talking about, 
ask your kid about spaghetti tacos. 

That wonderful culinary metaphor, the 
melting pot, has absorbed Mexican in this 
country just as so many immigrant cui¬ 
sines of the past—but in a demanding way 
unique from other traditions that have 
penetrated the American palate. While 
there are more Chinese restaurants than 
Mexican in this country, the latter is the 
easier sell; you don’t see hundreds of dif¬ 
ferent soy sauce brands sold at supermar¬ 
kets or General Tso’s chicken cook-offs 
at your local community fair, but you do 
see it with hot sauces and chili contests. 
While pizza is the best-selling and far¬ 
thest-reaching item of Italian-American 
cuisine in fast food, its rise and that of 
pasta and Italian restaurants is only rela¬ 
tively recent; the United States, on the 
other hand, has loved Mexican food for 
more than 125 years—bought it, sold it, 
made it, spread it, supplied it, cooked it, 
savored it, loved it. 

Comida mexicana in the United States 
is similar to M.C. Escher’s Relativity, each 
staircase helping the climber reach a par¬ 
ticular plateau, only to whisper promises 
of higher, better planes in an endless hat 
dance of delights. Americans have defined 
Mexican food as combo platters and 
enchiladas, margaritas and guacamole, 


□ range County's contribution to the 
development of Mexican food in the 
United States is deceptive. We are the 
longtime home to Taco Bell, Del Taco and 
El Torito—but those iconic companies 
started in Downey, Barstow and Encino, 
respectively. Roy Choi, founder of the 
Kogi truck, is an OC boy—but his Korean- 
Mexican marriage of a taco happened in 
Los Angeles County. Even the creator of 
the frozen burrito, Duane Roberts, who 
got the idea for the meal from a Santa 
Ana butcher in the 1950s and now lives in 
Laguna Beach, did most of his innovating 
in the Inland Empire. 

Really, we can only claim credit for one 
Mexican-food innovation, but what an inno¬ 
vation and story: Doritos. 

Just months after Disneyland opened in 
1955, Frito-Lay founder Elmer Doolin con¬ 
vinced Walt Disney to let him open Casa de 
Fritos, a Mexican restaurant, in Frontierland. 
The food was straightforward Tex-Mex—a 
combo plate, tamales, chile, Frito pie, enchi¬ 
ladas and the "Ta-Cup," the standard fast- 
food taco about to colonize America but in a 
Fritos shell, the ancestor of the modern-day 
taco salad. Fritos came complimentary with 
every purchase. 

Casa's first location was in a strip of 
attractions called New Orleans Street; 
nearby was Aunt Jemima's Pancake House. 
Marquees outside Casa de Fritos simultane¬ 
ously announced it sold "authentic Mexi¬ 
can" and Spanish food. Ethnic confusion 
aside, the restaurant exceeded all expecta¬ 
tions, swarmed by tourists who sought to 
taste Mexican forthe first time, and Casa de 
Fritos relocated to a larger location in 1957, 
dropping the French Quarter architectural 
feel for a new building designed to look 
like an adobe, complete with faux-peeling 
whitewash that revealed faux-brick. Guitar 
players strolled the grounds, while peppy 
workers dressed in Mexican-peasant garb 
carried baskets filled with bags of Fritos for 
sale. The effort lasted until 1982, when the 
Lawry's food empire took it over and turned 
it into Casa Mexicana; today, La Victoria 
runs Disneyland's Mexican restaurant as 
Rancho del Zocalo Restaurante, its menu a 
better reflection of Mexican eats with items 
such as four-cheese enchiladas and char- 
broiled chicken. 

But the Frito Co., for all of its innovations 
with corn, didn't make the tortillas or taco 
shells at Casa de Fritos; that was contracted 
out to the Alex Foods Co. of Anaheim, 
whose factory was just about 10 minutes 
up the street from Disneyland, on the cor¬ 
ner of what's now Lemon Street and Carl 
Karcher Way. In 1906, Sonoran immigrant 
Alex Morales sold his wife's tamales from a 


wagon he commandeered through Anaheim. 
A ditch digger by trade, Morales grew the 
concept into a restaurant, then a tamale fac¬ 
tory, then Alex Foods, a multimillion-dollar 
empire now known as Don Miguel Mexican 
Foods and based in Orange. 

"I never saw our original tamale wagon," 
says Michael Morales, Alex's grandson and 
president of XLNT Tamales, a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia classic that spun off from Don Miguel 
long ago and still uses his grandfather's 
original 1906 recipe. "That was before my 
time." Asked if he knew its fate, Morales 
laughed and said his grandfather "probably 
burned it." 

By the 1950s, Alex Foods had a fleet of 32 
shiny trucks that delivered tamales and other 
food products across Southern California, 
along with distributing produce. It was that 
latter operation that won the company a 
contract to service many of the food venues 
within Disneyland, among which was Casa 
de Fritos. One day in the early 1960s, one of 
the route salesman saw discarded tortillas 
and told the cook to make them into tortilla 
chips instead of just tossing them in the 
trash. At that point, tortilla chips weren't 
part of the Frito family, so the restaurant had 
no use in offering them as other Mexican 
restaurants did. The throwaway snack was 
a hit with guests, so Casa de Fritos put them 
on the menu—without the knowledge of the 
Frito Co. 

About a year later, Arch West, marketing 
vice president for the new Frito-Lay Co. (the 
result of a merger between Fritos and H.W. 
Lay & Co. in 1961), passed by Casa de Fritos 
and noticed customers eating the chips. He 
asked the Morales family to mass-produce 
those chips. West presented his bosses with 
a plan to market tortilla chips for national 
release, with Alex Foods its makers. Frito- 
Lay bought all the equipment the Morales 
family needed to make the chips, which 
were to be called Doritos ("little golden 
things"). The snack debuted in 1966 to 
immediate sales. 

"We were running our plant seven days 
a week, 24 hours a day, to make the chips," 
Michael remembers. "We just couldn't stop, 
they were selling so fast." But the success 
meant "they took us out of the picture." 
Frito-Lay transferred the production line to its 
Tulsa plant and opened a plant in Birmingham 
as well. Alex Foods didn't seethe; instead, 
it produced its own line of tortilla chips and 
became a co-packer for most of the super¬ 
market chains in Southern California. 

"Losing Frito-Lay was a big deal," he 
admits, "but it didn't kill us."

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tortilla chips and actual tortillas, frozen 
burritos and burritos made to order. 

There are mom-and-pop shops and multi¬ 
nationals, taco carts and tamale men, taco 
trucks operating under cover of night and 
luxe loncheras that tweet their latest spe¬ 
cials. Beans, rice, carne asada, soyrizo—all 
of it absorbed, enjoyed, demanded by 
Americans and all of it whetting appetites 
for more. And with this country’s latest 
Great Migration stretching brown folks 
beyond the American Southwest to all 50 
states, covering virtually all metropolitan 
areas, from the prairies and flatlands of 
the Midwest to Maine’s rocky shores, 
Alaska’s tundra to the Florida Keys, we’re 
experiencing a renaissance of Mexican 
food anew—a perpetual foreigner per¬ 
fectly at home. 

We’ve had generations of Americans 
who scarf down tacos and burritos just 
as a previous generation forked through 
chicken potpies and ate pastrami on 
rye. And that’s just the United States. As 
globalization sets in, so does Mexican 
food. Mexican restaurants operate across 
Europe, in Turkey, in Nepal and Addis 
Ababa. Down under, Taco Bill’s has sold 
fish tacos to Australians for nearly 25 
years. Sometimes, it’s Mexicans who run 
these restaurants; many times, it’s Ameri¬ 
can expats. Sometimes, the locals dine 
there, but it’s more often American tour¬ 
ists seeking a taste of home. It’s too easy 
to say Mexican food is an all-American 
food; to say as much is to ignore the tor¬ 
tured relationship between Mexicans 
and their adopted country. But Mexican 
food is as much of an ambassador for the 
U.S. as the hot dog, whether or not either 
country wants to admit it. 

Let me give ustedes an example. Tom 
Tancredo doesn’t like Mexicans—no way, 
no how, no duh. The former Colorado 
Republican congressman and onetime 
presidential candidate spent most of his 
political career railing against a sup¬ 
posed invasion of the United States by 
Mexico—and while intelligent minds 
can disagree about unchecked migration 
to this country, Tancredo flat-out feels 
Mexicans are downright deficient. 

“Sadly, corruption is deeply ingrained 
in Mexican society from the local police

to the government owned utilities,” Tan- 
credo wrote for the conservative web¬ 
site WorldNetDaily. “It’s a way of doing 
everyday business.” 

This statement was a direct dig at me. 
In November 2010, we debated in Denver 
about whether Mexicans ever assimi¬ 
late. I maintained that we do; Tancredo 
didn’t accept the possibility, yet he never 
explained how someone such as myself— 
who only spoke Spanish when I entered 
kindergarten, was the child of two Mexi¬ 
can immigrants, one of whom came into 
this country in the trunk of a Chevy, 
and who now favors English and Chuck 
Taylor All-Stars—did it. The back-and- 
forth squabble happened at Su Teatro, 
an old movie house now home to one of 
the most vibrant Chicano theaters in the 
United States. There is no need to go into 
the details of our discussion, except for 
one pertinent point: Before lambasting 
Mexicans and our supposed refusal to 
join American society, Tancredo joined 
me for a Mexican dinner. 

The restaurant was across the street 
from Su Teatro—El Noa Noa, a large eat¬ 
ery that advertises itself as the Mile High 
City’s “best and most authentic Mexican 
restaurant.” At night, Art Deco-style neon 
lights flash the restaurant’s name, a refer¬ 
ence to a legendary nightclub in Ciudad 
Juarez that was the subject of a famous 
Mexican song. A party on your plate. The 
atmosphere isn’t aggressively ethnic: no 
strolling mariachis or women fluttering 
fans and eyelids. Eaters sit; waiters bring 
out a plate of chips and salsa and fetch 
drinks. People of all ethnicities come in 
to eat, though the clientele leans more 
American than Mexican. 

Tancredo and I sat down near the 
middle of the restaurant; Patty Calhoun, 
editor of Westword (the city’s alternative 
weekly, which carries my ;Ask a Mexican! 
column, and one of the Weekly’s sister 
publications), and others joined us. We 
traded small talk, saving our salvos for 
the discussion to come—but around us, 
tables whispered, fingers pointed. Some 
people came up to our table to greet Tan¬ 
credo and wish him luck for the evening. 
Another woman approached me and 
offered her appreciation for my upcom¬ 


ing public confrontation of someone she 
considered a living embodiment of Satan. 
She wanted to make a scene, but her chile 
relleno was getting cold. 

Our plates came. I drank tequila, of 
course; Tancredo, a dry red wine. He 
ordered the tamale dinner, hold the 
rice. Two of them, slathered (or, as more 
accurately stated in the Denver lexicon, 
“smothered”) in green chiles, each as long 
as a palm, as thick as a book, sat before 
him. They glistened with the dabs of 
lard needed to make a tamale moist and 
more than mere cornmeal and shred¬ 
ded pork. I stole bites of the same plate 
from Calhoun. Soft, spicy and filling, the 
pork’s sweet essence melted on my palate; 
the green chile piqued toward the end. 
These weren’t the tamales of my youth; 
they were smaller, but that was okay. 

The chile—borne from the fertile soil of 
southern Colorado, which Hispanics had 
tilled for centuries before there was a 
Mexico or a United States—seared differ¬ 
ently from the Mexican chiles I grew up 
on and were so flavorful they needed no 
extra salsa. 

Tancredo thought so as well: He pol¬ 
ished off the plate, laughing and talking 
between each bite, getting fueled for a 
night to decry the very lifestyle that had 
just fed him. More than a year later, I can 
only recall some of the points of our phil¬ 
osophical fisticuffs, but the scene I can’t 
get out of my head is Tancredo’s massive, 
tamale-induced smile. Tom Tancredo may 
not like Mexicans, but he sure loves his 
Mexican food. Of course he does. 

IT'S NOT JU5T TDM who holds this contra¬ 
dictory position. From the early days of 
Mexico’s birth in 1811, when our young 
country longingly looked west toward its 
newly christened southern neighbor’s 
vast provinces, lonely and so full of poten¬ 
tial, Mexican food has entranced Ameri¬ 
cans while Mexicans themselves have 
perplexed Americans. In the history of 
Mexican food in this country, you’ll find 
the tortured, fascinating history of two 
people fighting, arguing, but ultimately 
accepting each other, if only in the com¬ 
fort of breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

See, the greatest apostles of Mexi-

can food in this country haven’t been 
Mexicans, but rather Americans, the 
unknowing masses who, having tasted 
from the Bread of Life that is a steam¬ 
ing taco, a bowl of chili, a foil-wrapped 
burrito, sought to proclaim its gospel. 
While we’ve long quarreled with Mexico 
over seemingly everything, we’ve always 
embraced the food, wanting to experi¬ 
ence the “authenticity” of the Other Half: 
enjoying the meals Aztec emperors might 
have feasted on before meeting their fate; 
dining before handsome, bronze-skinned 
waiters and beautiful sehoritas ; eating as 
a Mexican might, on the street, in poverty 
back in Mexico, in the cantina, through 
cookbooks, with canned products, classes, 
trips to the motherland or the local 
taqueria— but always within the prism 
of America. That consumption hasn’t 
always been pretty: caricatures of hot 
tamales, Montezuma’s revenge, question¬ 
able ingredients, Frito Banditos, talking 
Chihuahuas and sleeping peons litter 
the landscape and continue to influence 
American perceptions of Mexican food, 
as well as Mexicans themselves—but even 
negative stereotypes and digestive con¬ 
cerns never stopped our collective yen for 
the stuff. 

Mexican food’s American journey is 


the years, but never has there been a full 
volume that tracks each foodstuff, each 
craze, each pioneer, each controversy. 

What’s so cosmic about a burrito? 
Everything. It says something about us 
that Taco Bell makes billions of dollars 
in sales each year, that Koreans in this 
country are making millions of dollars by 
stuffing barbecue into tortillas and sell¬ 
ing them from fancy food trucks—and 
it’s a good thing. Anyone who dismisses 
this reality as not indicative of something 
seismic in the American story is more 
deluded than someone who thinks refried 
beans are actually fried twice. It has been 
conquest by a thousand tacos, a million 
tamales and a hell of a lot of salsa, which 
surpassed ketchup as America’s top-sell¬ 
ing condiment back in the 1990s and only 
continues to grow. Through interviews 
and archival material, via chronological 
and thematic chapters, and never ever 
losing focus that we are, after all, talking 
about food, behold the story of the best 
cuisine on Earth, one now set on taking 
over the world. The U.S. is on the losing 
side of this Mexican-American War—and 
boy, are we grateful. 

One final point: My book is not about 
the history of Mexican food in Mexico. 
Mexican cookery is as multifaceted as 
its American cousin, if not more so, with

obviously personal to me. I consider tor¬ 
tillas and hot sauce as essential to life as 
oxygen, walk about with a bag of Serrano 
peppers in my pocket, have served as a 
food editor for a newspaper for nearly 
a decade and have always pushed this 
paper to treat Mexican food seriously. 

I’m someone whose fondest childhood 
memories usually involved smuggled 
cheese wheels from my parents’ ancestral 
villages, whose mom was a tomato can- 
ner and got up early in the morning to 
make us a Mexican breakfast of eggs and 
beans, went to work, and returned in the 
evening with the wherewithal to make 
us a full dinner. Mexican food is a way of 
life, which isn’t a surprise, of course. But 
that so many Americans, with no blood 
ties to Mexico and who might not even 
like the country, revere my cuisine? The 
reporter in me is piqued; the Mexican in 
me, flabbergasted. 

My book Taco USA: How Mexican 
Food Conquered America isn’t about me, 
though. It’s about a food that deserves 
documentation, examination, celebra¬ 
tion, to be hailed as the epic it is. While 
Mexican culinary culture is an unques¬ 
tioned part of America’s gastronomic 
essence, the stories of how we got to 
this point are largely unknown. The 
evolution of food in the United States 
has, until recently, been dismissed as a 
frivolous subject, but we’re now in an age 
of culinary reminiscing, when scholars 
and journalists alike examine cuisine as 
they do customs. The history of Mexican 
food in the United States has bubbled 
up in articles and chapters in books over 


each state offering unique culinary prac¬ 
tices slowly trickling into our country, as I 
mentioned earlier. But those who dismiss 
Taco Bell, the taco pizza, even a church 
enchilada booth as somehow not Mexi¬ 
can because Mexicans aren’t the main 
consumers or creators miss a huge point. 
We must consider the infinite varieties of 
Mexican food in the United States as part 
of the Mexican family—not a fraud, not a 
lesser sibling, but an equal. 

As I’ve driven and flown around the 
country and come across a mild salsa, 
a mutated muchaco (a ground-beef 
taco served in a pita bread by the Mid¬ 
western Taco Bueno chain) and other 
items I immediately wanted to decry, 

I’ve remembered the concept of what 
the legendary Chicano scholar Americo 
Paredes deemed Greater Mexico: that 
the influence of Mexico doesn’t cease at 
the Rio Grande. Wherever there is some¬ 
thing even minutely Mexican, whether 
it’s people, food, language or rituals, even 
centuries removed from the original mes¬ 
tizo source, it remains Mexican. 

Even in outer space.

CUCINA enoteca flies against Donald Bren’s beige boringness

W e sat under a leafy olive tree. If 
not for butcher-paper place- 
mats, the cold, metal surface 
of our table would’ve sapped the warmth 
from the bare skin of our elbows. Above 
us, the strung-up lights flickered on as 
twilight approached. From our seats, we 
watched the ebb and flow of the Irvine 
Spectrum crowds, heard the clap of the 
fountains, and witnessed the birth of a 
pleasant Saturday evening spent outside. 

The server, almost fumbling with too 
many things to hold, was bright and 
chatty. She gripped a miniature pot in 
each hand. One contained a patiently 
stirred polenta, the other a ragu of pork. 
She cradled a wooden paddle, which 
she eventually placed on the table. She 
poured the polenta onto the butcher 
paper, smearing it to an oblong shape 
before digging out a well in the middle to 
receive the meat. When she finished, she 
invited us to dig in with our spoons. She 
knew this “polenta board” was a treat, 
something new to most customers. As 
one of chef Lauren “Lulu” de Rouen’s sig¬ 
nature dishes, the rustic presentation of 
the cornmeal mush—creamy and faintly 
sweet, but bland if you eat it without the 
shredded-meat gravy—is kind of a revela¬ 
tion, an idea so rudimentarily perfect in 
what it communicates it makes you wish 
every Italian restaurant did it. 

But then CUCINA enoteca is an Italian 
restaurant unlike any OC has ever seen. 
Owner Tracy Borkum has a theater back¬ 
ground and three other restaurants in 
San Diego, all with the same shabby-chic 
aesthetic as this place, her first venture 
north. Everything inside feels as though 
it’s a patchwork quilt of found items, 
bought on a whim, cobbled together from 
disparate places but converging to make 
sense of the nonsensical. Wooden shoe 
molds dangle from strings, and a hallway 
is papered with vintage Italian movie 
posters and discovered-at-the-flea- 
market pieces that fly against the beige¬ 
ness of its landlord, the Irvine Co. Nearly 
everything you see is for sale. The woven 
metal seats can be yours for $425. Even 
the polenta boards can be bought for $15. 

For $3, you can bring home the mason 
jars used to serve the dips. The best 
part, though, are the dips themselves, 
such as the gorgonzola walnut mousse, 
a toast-spreadable, slightly stinging, 
blended cheese scooped up with near- 
disintegrating slices of poached pear. 

The pear cuts through the richness as 
only a piece of fruit could. I still have the 
remainder of the cheese, still in that jar, 
in my fridge. I plan to eventually use the 
jar to store homemade spreads that, I’m 
afraid, won’t be nearly as good. 

There are pastas, of course, and pizza 
and antipasti and a giant meatball that’s 
exactly that—gigantic, served by itself

on a skillet and fun to chip away at until 
it dwindles into nothing, resembling a 
game of Asteroids. The pizzas are of the 
thin variety, with a bulbous crust and a 
Neapolitan bent that characterizes all 
pies you’ll find in restaurants that realize 
they’re in a post-Mozza world. 

That’s not to say de Rouen is trying 
to catch up to Batali. Not at all. She was 
educated at Orange Coast College, then 
cut her teeth in Joachim Splichal’s Patina 
Group, eventually becoming the execu¬ 
tive chef at Leatherby’s before Borkum 
stole her for enoteca. Just look at the con¬ 
fidence in her mac and cheese: Despite 
carrying the typical stink of truffle oil 
that afflicts most restaurant versions, 
hers is done with orecchiette—a smart 
move since the dimpled pasta coins retain 
their chew and carry the cheesy sauce as 
though the little cups were designed spe¬ 
cifically for the purpose. 

There were other flashes of brilliance: 
a plate of mussels came with torn pieces 
of bread already soaking in the broth, 
and a refreshing yellowtail crudo was 
surrounded with micro-diced tomato 
and its crisped, crinkled skin. A short- 
rib pappardelle with tape-wide belts of 
springy pasta seemed alive and became 
a quick-footed version of stroganoff, 


the noodles tangled and wrestling 
long-stewed beef stripped to shreds in 
a ragout rich of vegetables and wine. 

The chef also cooks a fine jidori chicken 
served as a “Frenched” breast, its skin 
rendered to a crackle, the meat beneath 
almost milky in its purity of flavor. She 
pairs the bird with a wiggly poached egg, 
some cooked-down Swiss chard, aspara¬ 
gus, pistachio pesto and more polenta, 
this time made tangy with fontina. 

The burnt Brussels sprouts was the 
most controversial dish at our table. The 
vegetables are purposely charred almost 
to the point at which they become ined¬ 
ible. If the dish weren’t advertised as 
“burnt” on the menu, I might have sent 
it back. But de Rouen is on to something. 
Hiding behind the bitter charcoal patina 
is a concentrated vegetal sweetness that 
makes them compelling and hard to stop 
eating. If there was a diametric opposite 
to those sprouts, it would have to be the 
zeppole, a dessert of Italian doughnut 
holes injected with vanilla crema, covered 
in cinnamon sugar and sauced with a few 
squirts of dulce de leche—the exact thing 
to have while sipping espresso. There’s 
also a wonderfully executed tiramisu 
with some unidentifiable crispy bits that 
snapped as would Pop Rocks between 
the soft mascarpone. The tiramisu, by the 
way, also came in a cute flip-top mason 
jar, which I knew beforehand: I ordered 
the dessert because I had every intention 
of bringing its container home. Imagine 
that: You want to bring a piece of an 
Irvine Spectrum experience with you!

F irst things first: if you haven't already read 
it 80 times in this issue, read it again: My 
long-promised book, Taco USA: How Mexican 
Food Conquered America, is finally getting 
released! April 10 is its publication date, with 
the first book signing April 12 at the Fullerton 
Public Library at 7 p.m.—GO, GO, GO! 

Mexican food has understandably been 
on my mind for the past couple of weeks, 
and one of the questions reporters continu¬ 
ally ask is what qualifies as "authentic" 
Mexican. You can now consider me a 
heretic: After researching and writing for 
my book for nearly four years, I've come to 
the conclusion the authenticity games are 
as silly as the finances of the Crystal Cathe¬ 
dral. There is no such thing as "authentic" 
Mexican—Taco Bell is as legitimately Mex¬ 
ican as a lonchera, and anyone who claims 
Mexis don't bother with yellow cheese 
obviously never ate at Taqueria Two Guys, 
which sits in a ramshackle building in deep¬ 
est, darkest SanTana, a place as resolutely 
Mexico City as the Angel of Independence 
and indecipherable slang. Considerthe 
torta cubana, a baroque structure mas¬ 
querading as a torta, a three-pronged pork 
assault (grilled hot dogs, thinly cut ham and 
smoked pork leg) linked by melted yellow 
cheese—yes, yellow cheese, the scourge 
of the authenticisas everywhere. Fuck 
them! That bland, sticky goo unites all those 
flavors together, plays well off the slab 
of salty panela and the pickled jalapenos 
inside. Yellow cheese makes an appear¬ 
ance in nearly all of Two Guys' tortas, and 
none of the Mexicans who haunt this place, 
nor the all-Mexi cooking staff, existentially 
frets about whether he's somehow violating 
the ways of the Aztecs. 

In fact, melted Jack cheese dominates 
the menu, from fat quesadillas stuffed with 
meat or veggies to thick tacos to queso fun- 
dido placed inside a flour-tortilla-lined bowl 
so it looks like a taco salad to the wonderful 
alambres,the chilango version of fajitas: 
beef strips sauteed alongside onions, pine¬ 
apple and any variety of meat, all combined 
with cheese, served alongside flour tortillas 
and deemed a dinner. It's an onrush of 
flavors, but don't think the cooks just throw 
on slop: For such a rascuache place, the 
people behind Two Guys take care in the 
cuisine, offering thoughtful presentations, 
prepping six types of salsas daily and cook¬ 
ing everything to order. The only bad part 
about the restaurant? The store-bought 
tortilla chips—TOTALLY inauthentic. But 
then you get the furious jalapeno salsa and 
drown your chips in it, and all worries of 
whether you're eating authentically vanish 
under the joy that you're eating bueno.

Justin Shea of Hapa J’s 


M eeting Justin Shea at a busy coffee¬ 
house one morning, I thought for 
a split second he would kick my 
ass if our interview weren’t to his liking. But 
he reminded me of a gentle giant. The self- 
proclaimed owner/busboy of Hapa J’s in 
San Clemente, Shea has some stories to tell. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Taco Night. My dad would let me have a 
sip of beer. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Mom’s meatloaf. There was bacon and 
ketchup on top, making for a nice crust. I 
just had it two nights ago. 

What are Li HingMui seeds? Are those 
used in the plum-wine ice cream? 

Salty dried plum. They make it in pow¬ 
der and seed form. Extremely popular in 
Hawaii, they use the powder with every¬ 
thing from Gummi Bears to tequila. It’s like 
kimchi: You’re either about it, or you hate it. 
You can get ’em anywhere over there: ABC 
Stores, 7-11, movie theaters, etc. It is not 
used in the plum-wine ice cream, but what¬ 
ever they do use for that ice cream is unreal. 
What fast food do you admit to eating? 
Three rolled tacos from Alejandro’s on 
19th Street in Costa Mesa because it’s a 
must when it’s late at night, and you’re 
feeling awesome. 

You have some interesting items on the 
menu , such as Pasta Wednesdays or shaken 
beef as a plate lunch. Care to elaborate? 
The thing we love about the islands is 
the various cultures that are represented 
there. And it is displayed best through the 
food of Hawaii. So we use that as inspira¬ 
tion when creating menu items. 

We love the pineapple wine! What’s the 
most popular cocktail? 

We use it for our Robinson Island martini, 
made with all island components. We 
use Li Hing Mui powder to balance out 
the sweetness. 

Favorite chef: 

Aaron Lee—O.G. chef of Hapa J’s— 
because he represents Hawaii so well in 
his cooking, paying respect to the tradi¬ 
tions of the islands, but making it modern 
and look real good. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Opihi shellfish in Hawaii. They go for $18 
per pound, and dudes will risk their necks 
to go out and pick ’em from the ocean. 
They go out into the reefs and cliffs, and 
waves are coming at you. Very salty and 
slimy and crunchy. They’re good, but 
you gotta wash ’em down with beer. If 
you like tako [octopus], you’ll like ’em. It 
tastes like the sea.

Sweet or savory? 

Both. For sweets, I love any of those sweet 
breads at 85 Degrees. Any Hawaiian sweet 
bread. They combine my favorite things:

Your restaurant is named after your son , 
Jaedon. Can you explain that? 

Hapa is actually a Japanese term for half¬ 
white/half-local—in this case, half-Hawai¬ 
ian. My ex is from western Oahu. We lived 
there about four years. She’s Hawaiian, Fil¬ 
ipino, Okinawan and a little bit of German. 
I’m basically Irish white boy. You’ll know 
what hapa looks like when you see him.

Ron de Jeremy Rum 

S ometime in summer 2011, we got wind 
of a new boutique rum ... named Ron 
de Jeremy. Ron, of course, is the Spanish 
word for rum, and because the concept 
was at once ridiculous and brilliant, your 
Weekly editorial staff got ahold of a sample 
from One Eyed Spirits, the Finnish pro¬ 
ducer of the Panamian rum. At that time, 
distribution hadn't been sorted out yet, but 
now, the Hedgehog's rums (yes, there are 
two flavors now) are penetrating Orange 
County—double penetrating, as it were. 

Finland's not exactly known as a 
rum-producing nation, but no worries. 

Distiller Francisco "Don Pancho" Fer¬ 
nandes is a Cuban who once produced 
that nation's Flavana 
Club rum before 
settling in Panama, 
so there are actual 
experts making the 
stuff that's placed in a 
bottle bearing Jer¬ 
emy's likeness. 

What's it 
like? Like most 
rums, Ron de 
Jeremy is 
distilled from 
molasses. If 
you're a fan of 
rhum agricole, 
which starts 
with fresh cane 
juice and yields 
more complex 
flavors and

aromas in the finished product than molas¬ 
ses, then Ron de Jeremy won't deliver 
those back-of-the-mouth sensations of 
vanilla bean and caramel. 

THE DRINK 

Your Weekly tasters sampled it both neat 
and mixed with Reed's Extra Ginger Beer in 
a Dark and Stormy. Honestly, it's a perfectly 
decent, drinkable rum, but one-note and 
lacking subtlety. Like Jeremy's body of porn 
work, his original-flavor rum is a large, 
blunt-force object delivering a burning 
sensation with a no-surprises ending.

The shelf life of Clinton-era nostalgia, tested in Titanic 3D and American Reunion

A historical romance with a then- 

unheard-of price tag, James Cam¬ 
eron’s 1997 Titanic was the near¬ 
est thing to a Gone With the Wind-style 
cinematic event the millennial could call 
their own. Now Titanic has bobbed to the 
surface yet again in a 3-D rerelease, mak¬ 
ing a play for an audience whom its origi¬ 
nal viewers baby-sat. 

Rewatching the affair between Kate 
Winslet’s rebellious haute-monde refu¬ 
gee, Rose, and Leonardo DiCaprio’s free- 
spirited steerage passenger, Jack (as in 
London), it’s hard to find a line that might 
resonate across generations such as a 
“Frankly, my dear, I don’t give a damn.” 
But the power of Titanic didn’t come from 
originality; it came from punching cliches 
across with a seldom-seen directness and 
sincerity that seemed pure-of-heart, old- 
fashioned or just plain corny, depending 
on your perspective. 

“Life’s a gift,” Jack says in a typical hom¬ 
ily. “You never know what hand you’re 
gonna get dealt next.” The people who 
release movies, however, like to stack 
the deck. The ostensible reason for the 
rerelease of Cameron’s Titanic is the cen¬ 
tennial of the RMS Titanic’s abridged voy¬ 
age. The real reason is that some studio 
panjandrums have decided that now is the 
moment in the green-lighting circle of life 
that this franchise—as with Transformers 
and G.I. Joe before it—is ready to be taken 
out of mothballs and relaunched for the key 
teen-to-35 demographic, ideally appealing 
to one end of that spread through novelty, 
the other through nostalgia. 

Once a very real $200 million gamble, 
Titanic’s sequel-resistant story offered the 
particular combination of technophilia and 
technophobia that Cameron, now tweeting 


from the ocean floor, adores, as author of 
movies ( The Terminators, Avatar) that warn 
against the hubris of technological arro¬ 
gance through vanguard special effects. 

But CGI spectacle doesn’t age gracefully, 
not even with a 3-D facelift. (Although 
the spruced-up version was not, in fact, 
screened for press.) Today, Titanic must 
float or sink on the enduring charisma of 
its young stars. Winslet’s Rose, flipping 
an anachronistic bird at the patriarchy, 
suffers from the “feminist” pandering 
of Cameron’s script, which today seems 
even more overly deliberate in a pop cul¬ 
ture glutted with matter-of-fact warrior 
women. What is most remarkable, viewed 
with the hindsight of nearly 15 interced¬ 
ing years, is the sight of DiCaprio, famous 
bangs bounding as he runs through the 
ship’s endless corridors, flashing a sharp 
little triangle of a mouth and actually smil¬ 
ing. It was Titanic that properly launched 
“Leo-Mania,” which the actor would 
spend his subsequent career distancing 
himself from, finding torturous roles to 
seam his baby face with worry lines, mak¬ 
ing the leap from matinee idol to Serious 
Actor. DiCaprio has been unusually suc¬ 
cessful in this aim, but rewatching Titanic, 
you wish his growing gravitas had not 
completely smothered his ability, wonder¬ 
fully evident here, to convey simple joy. 

French New Wave director Jacques 
Rivette analyzed the Titanic phenomenon 
incisively when it first blew up. Citing 
Winslet as a placeholder for “inhibited, 
slightly plump American girls who see 
the film over and over as if they were on 
a pilgrimage,” Rivette concluded, “They 
recognize themselves in her, and dream 
of falling into the arms of the gorgeous 
Leonardo.” Taking a less weightist view 


of things, Titanic also offered an immer¬ 
sion in the classical romantic Hollywood 
cinema—yearning, worshipful close-ups; 
a transporting score; seismic sentiments— 
to a multiplex-bred generation that had 
little familiarity with this idiom, and the 
experience was intoxicating. 

Will a contemporary 16-year-old be 
able to swoon quite the same way for Leo, 
knowing that Jack has become the burly 
and brooding DiCaprio of latter years, 
caked with old-age makeup in J. Edgar, as 
Robert Pattinson stays eternally young? 

As for viewers such as myself, who saw 
Titanic as a teenager on the first go-round, 
it is certainly a difficult movie to grow up 
with, for it has so little use for adulthood. 
As Kurt Vonnegut noted of A Farewell to 
Arms, Titanic elides all of the messy stuff 
of marriage, nipping off the bloom of Rose 
and Jack’s affair while it is still young and 
perfect—before wilting Rose actually feels 
the bite of poverty or catches syphilis 
from one of Jack’s Montmartre models. 
The tragedy of their doomed romance is, 
then, a Happily Ever After in disguise. 

ANOTHER DEFINING COMING-OF- 

age love story of the Clinton era, 1999’s 
American Pie, has expanded into a saga 
far more epic—and rather more adult and 
complex—than Titanic. American Reunion 
will be the fourth installment of the Pie 
series, not counting the straight-to-DVD 
spin-offs, which continued the race-to- 
the-bottom stakes of gross-out comedy. 
(American Pie Presents: The Naked Mile 
was only slightly less transgressive than 
Said: The 120 Days of Sodom.) 

American Pie adapted the teen-sex farce, 
a la Porky’s, to the enormously successful 
admixture of shame-based bodily function- 


and-dysfunction humor and sentimentality 
exemplified by 1998’s There’s Something 
About Mary. A motley patchwork of high- 
school stereotypes who were, for some 
strange reason, friends—catastrophe-prone 
putz Jim (Jason Biggs), sweet stud Oz (Chris 
Klein), and keg-party satyr Stifler (Seann 
William Scott)—fought a losing, frequently 
embarrassing battle with their hormones. 

Sequels followed the East Great Falls 
High kids to college (American Pie 2) and 
into training-wheels adulthood (American 
Wedding). This latest episode, handled by 
the Harold St Kumar writer/director team 
of Jon Hurwitz and Hayden Schlossberg, 
brings together the full original cast at 
the 13-year EGFH reunion, as the anti- 
climactic disappointments of the thirties 
have begun to sink in. Jim’s sex life with 
onetime band-camp nymphomaniac 
Michelle (Alyson Hannigan) has gone 
dry since having kids; B-list talking-head 
celebrity Oz is mismatched with a party 
girl, a mistake that becomes glaring when 
confronted with old flame Heather (Mena 
Suvari); Stifler is in white-collar clip-on- 
tie purgatory, still pining to party like it’s 
1999. (For the sake of this sequel, Stifler’s 
reform in the course of the previous 
sequel, American Wedding, is ignored.) 

As in any reunion, the idea is to recapture 
a bygone feeling—that is, to echo the Pie 
films that came before. Jim will engage in 
an awkward birds-and-bees chat with his 
father (Eugene Levy) and be summarily 
subjected to public humiliation. Stifler will 
stay on the shots-and-tits hamster wheel, 
acting exactly like Stifler. Basic truths about 
sex and intimacy will be rediscovered and 
reinforced. Boobs will make an appearance. 
The character of Kevin (Thomas Ian Nicho¬ 
las) will continue to be dead weight. 

After some strained “Remember the 
time...” callbacks to 13-year-old gags, 
American Reunion gets comfortable and 
funny, as Hurwitz and Schlossberg hit 
familiar marks from unexpected angles, 
while the ensemble interplay is “routine” 
in the best sense of the word. Taken alto¬ 
gether, the Pie movies offer a cohesive 
worldview, showing each of life’s stages as 
the setting for fresh-yet-familiar catastro¬ 
phes, relieved by a belief in sex, however 
ridiculous it might look, as a restorative 
force. The recipe is so durable and the 
sustained character work—more arrested 
development than development—so sec¬ 
ond skin by now, one can imagine the Pie 
films keeping with the dramatis personae 
through middle-age and into the problems 
of geriatric love, a raunch-comic version 
of Britain’s documentary series Up, which 
revisits the same subjects every seven 
years: American Midlife Crisis ? American 
Retirement? American Funeral ? Let’s go!

ATHOUSAND WORDS Jack McCall 
(Eddie Murphy) is a glib, motormouthed 
literary agent who's currently devoting 
his shameless hustle to hooking a big 
fish client, nondenominational New 
Age guru, Sinja (Cliff Curtis), while 
Jack's wife (Kerry Washington) and 
child languish in neglect. In American 
screen comedies, the hard-working, 
career-oriented husband is invariably 
set-up for a lesson in What Really 


Matters, and sure enough the credited 
screenwriter here is Steve Koren, who 
has delivered this sort of high-concept 
home-truth fable before, to significantly 
greater effect, in Click. Rather than a 
magic remote control, in A Thousand 
Words (shot in 2008 and long-shelved) 
Jack is visited by a tree that sheds 
a leaf for every word he speaks or 
writes. Sinja, versed in such mysti¬ 
cal matters, advises Jack that when 
the last leaf falls, he will die, and so 
Jack must measure the value of his 
words for the first time, until Murphy 
inevitably screws on his earnest face 
and goes about setting his life right. 

In theory, enforced muteness should 
be a golden opportunity for Murphy 
to rubberface his way through some 
silent clowning, though just one brief 


scene—a therapy session composed 
only of exchanged glances—tallies a 
laugh, thanks to a simplicity that's just 
about absent everywhere else. (PG-13)

ACT OF VALOR Act of Valor is, accord¬ 
ing to the opening titles, "based on real 
acts of valor," whatever that means. 

It stars real active-duty Navy SEALs, 
and much of it was filmed with live-fire 
ammunition. None of the above works 
to strengthen the muddled movie's dra¬ 
matic narrative, but the film's boasted 
authenticity—including cameos from 
the latest in military hardware—and its 
closing dedication "to all the warriors 
headed downrange in the future" make 
clear the principal aim: This is a lavish 
recruiting tool. After a suicide bombing 
at the International School in Jakarta, 
a sketchily characterized SEAL team 
must deploy to the likes of Costa Rica, 
the Sudan, and Mexico and follow 
the border-hopping conspiracy of a 
Jihadist network led by a Ukrainian- 
born convert to Islam, Abul Shabal 
(Jason Cottle), arranging to purchase 
the latest in suicide-bomb technol¬ 
ogy from his boyhood friend, an arms 
dealer (Alex Veadov). The villains come 
across as individuals rather more com- 
pellingly than do the film's ostensible 
heroes. You might argue that individual 
faces don't matter here, as individuals 
aren't the heroes of Act of Valor so 
much as is the organization, the unit. 
But if this is an homage to teamwork, 
it's no great shake at clarifying how 
the team works. Tactical clarity largely 
escapes Act of Valor: It's all about 
you-are-there adrenaline injections, a 
string of jolts to work up an appetite 
for the real thing. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

CASA DE Ml PADRE Rogue comic Will 
Ferrell recently turned up on an Old 
Milwaukee commercial exclusively 
for the Davenport, Iowa, local market; 
the obvious next career move, then, is 
Casa de Mi Padre, a modern-day tor¬ 
tilla western/telenovela spoof entirely 
in Spanish. Squinting into the middle 
distance with "the eyes of a small 
chicken" and expressively mangling 
hand-rolled cigarettes, Ferrell plays 
Armando Alvarez, dull-witted son of a 
widowed rancher (Pedro Armendariz 
Jr.) whose preferred heir, brother Raul 
(Diego Luna), has turned to drug traf¬ 
ficking, sparking a violent turf war with 
rival dealer Onza (Gael Garcia Bernal). 
There has always been a flamboyant, 
sartorial element to Ferrell's comedy, 
and it's clear that he and director Matt 
Piedmont, a former SNL writer, love 
the melodrama they're parodying: The 
protracted death scenes and abrupt 
musical numbers, the streaming golden 
light, Catholic-Mayan iconography, 
and blood-splattered white roses. 

Casa de Mi Padre riffs freely on impov¬ 
erished production values—phony 
painted backdrops and the reflection 
of the camera crew in a DEA agent's 


sunglasses—but the humor doesn't 
only target south of the border. Like 
any good genre product, Casa also 
smuggles in rude social criticism, as 
when Armando memorably describes 
drug-addicted Americans as "shit¬ 
eating crazy monster babies." (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

THE DEEP BLUE SEA The Deep Blue 
Sea, the first fiction feature in a dozen 
years from the visionary British direc¬ 
tor Terence Davies, is a film about 
love that in no way reassures that love 
conquers all. Plumbing disquieting 
depth, Deep Blue Sea interrogates 
the insoluble expectations of romantic 
love: that we can or will find every 
quality that we want in a single person. 
Lady Hester Collyer (Rachel Weisz) has 
left her husband, high court judge Sir 
William (Simon Russell Beale)—and 
a postwar life of cultured conversa¬ 
tion and posh fireside comfort—to 
live in slummy sin with Freddie (Tom 
Hiddleston), an emotionally immature 
former RAF pilot who survived the 
Battle of Britain but never readapted 
to civilian life, and whose lovemaking 
has irreparably shaken up the foun¬ 
dations of Hester's existence. In the 
aftermath of a botched suicide attempt, 
Hester recalls the events that have led 
her here, establishing the pattern of 
alternating between the present-tense 
drama of Hester and Freddie's affair in 
its final dissolution—accompanied by 
the re-emergence of Sir William—and 
its history. In a richly symphonic work, 
Davies and his cast create the rare 
triangular affair where every side of 
the triangle is drawn with equal care 
and sympathy, where each party's 
hopes—and their disappointments— 
are eloquently understood. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Regency Rancho Niguel, 
Laguna Niguel; Regency South Coast 
Village, Santa Ana. 

DR. SEUSS'THE LORAX A computer- 
animated 3-D tracing of Dr. Seuss' 1971 
fable, The Lorax concerns a young 
resident of synthetic, plastic-coated 
suburb Thneed-Ville, Ted (voiced by 
Zac Efron), who goes searching for a 
legendary living tree outside the city 
walls. There he encounters a reclusive 
Once-ler (Ed Helms), who narrates 
his own life story: beginning as a 
fresh-faced young entrepreneur, the 
Once-ler's ambition stripped the land 
of pom-pom topped Truffula trees and, 
in the process, turned the Once-ler 
into a caricature Capitalist, to the great 
disappointment of the title's brash, 
mustachioed woodland spirit (Danny 
DeVito). The Lorax is a bizarro version 
of Hugo —like Martin Scorsese's film, 
it encourages children to cleave to 
and preserve the world's endangered 
treasures. But while Hugo teaches the 
value of fantasy and artifice in inti¬ 
mate, human terms, The Lorax piously 
preaches the gospel of the organic, 
holistic world, while relishing in high- 
fructose candy colors and saccharine 


woodland plushies found no-where in 
nature. As in the likes of Yogi Bear, the 
lesson will please or displease parents 
according to their prejudices, while 
the means of delivery are an offense 
that transcends party lines. Par for the 
course in blowout CGI adaptations, a 
great deal of detail and bustle is gained 
at the expense of charm—for all the 
miracles these armies of animators can 
achieve, they have yet to successfully 
reproduce a humble artist's line. (PG)

FOOTNOTE In the first scene of Israel's 
Best Foreign Language Oscar 
nominee, Footnote, Uriel Shkolnik 
(Lior Ashkenazi)—a fortysomething 
Talmudic scholar whose research 
has earned adulation while his sixty¬ 
something father's has mostly been 
ignored—accepts an honor with an 
obliviously glib speech built around a 
childhood anecdote about his dad's 
attitude toward his own profession. 

The camera stays on the father, Eliezer 
(Shlomo Bar Aba), for the entirety 
of the speech, his facial expression 
subtly transitioning from discomfort 
to disdain. Slowly, writer-director 
Joseph Cedar sketches in the details 
of father and son's non-bond. Eliezer's 
old-school approach to academia is a 
day-in, day-out study of primary docu¬ 
ments, while in his eyes, his celebrity 
academic son frivolously exploits his¬ 
tory as fodder for cocktail parties. To 
another father, Uriel's success might 
be a source of pride; to Eliezer, it's an 
affront to his life's work, an embarrass¬ 
ment. The stage thus set, a clerical 
mistake begets an academic scandal 
that, if allowed to come to light, would 
have major repercussions for both of 
the Shkolniks, their personal relation¬ 
ship, and the validity of their shared 
profession. Something between a 
comedy of everyday absurdity and a 
family tragedy pushed into the realm 
of the hyper-real, Footnote uses its 
characters' differing relationships to 
authenticity as the basis for an enig¬ 
matic riff on representation. Perhaps 
too enigmatic: Cedar's rigorous formal 
achievement is above approach but 
emotionally distant. Like its elder main 
character, Footnote is something 
to respect and admire, but remains 
cold and unknowable. (PG) Karina 
Longworth. Regency South Coast 
Village, Santa Ana. 

FRIENDS WITH KIDS Best friends 
since college, Jason (Adam Scott) 
and Julie (Jennifer Westfeldt) witness 
the misery that seems to dominate 
the lives of their wedded pals who 
have babies—Leslie and Alex (Maya 
Rudolph and Chris O'Dowd), and Missy 
and Ben (Kristen Wiig and Jon Hamm, 
Westfeldt's longtime partner). So close 
that they call each other up at 4 a.m. 
to compare notes on the one-night 
stands sleeping beside them, the two 
late-thirtyish chums, who live in the 
same rent-stabilized Upper West Side 
apartment building, decide to make 
a kid the old-fashioned way—a one¬ 
time-only act—and raise him together 
but remain uncoupled and pursuing 
other bedmates. This unconventional 
arrangement will resolve convention¬ 
ally, of course, as per the immutable 
laws of romantic comedy, which regard 
single adults as scourges to be cured. 
But further hobbling the march to the 
inevitable that stunts Friends With 
Kids —Westfeldt's directorial debut 
and her third film as writer-producer- 
star—is the frequently weak dialogue 
and forced character epiphanies. 

Even more to its detriment, Friends 
With Kids will remind you of the cast's 
earlier efforts, namely Westfeldt's 
uneven but still tart and precise Kissing 
Jessica Stein (2001) and Bridesmaids. 
The four battle-weary parents in FWK 
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are played by actors from that broad 
studio comedy, which nonetheless 
conveyed hilarious insight into the 
horrors of parenting, living single, 
and settling down—qualities missing 
from Westfeldt's small-scale, "indie- 
personal" film. (R) Melissa Anderson. 
Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES A withering 
indictment of endless spectacle, 
the first volume of Suzanne Collins' 
astronomically successful dystopic YA 
trilogy was inspired, she has said, by 
flipping the channels from a reality-TV 
show to footage of the Iraq war. Most 
of her critique, then, is compromised 
by the very existence of this big-screen 
transfer, itself the most anticipated 
spectacle of the spring. Set in an 
unspecified, postapocalyptic future, 

The Hunger Games takes place in a 
nation constructed out of the ruins of 
North America and consisting of 12 
impoverished districts and the pros¬ 
perous Capitol. As punishment for an 
earlier uprising, the Capitol demands 
that one boy and one girl between the 
ages of 12 and 18 from each district be 
selected via annual lottery to partici¬ 
pate in the Hunger Games. Now in its 
74th edition, this televised pageant of 
nonstop gore documents the randomly 
drawn teenagers killing each other 
until only one remains. Representing 
District 12 is "tribute" Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence), a flinty 16-year- 
old who recalls the actress' role in 
Winter's Bone. For the film's most dif¬ 
ficult visual challenge—depicting the 
unrelenting violence of the source— 
director Gary Ross and cinematogra¬ 
pher Tom Stern smartly deploy rapid 
cuts and quick shots of the aftermath 
of the kid-on-kid savagery. Although 
the film moves briskly and compellingly, 
it can't match the fury of the book, in 
which Collins astringently articulates 
her anger at a culture—ours—indiffer¬ 
ent to inequity and war and besotted 
with its own stupidity. With the focus 
too much on high-tech gimmickry, that 
rage and despair are diluted here. (PG- 
13) Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

JEFF, WHO LIVES AT HOME It's obvi¬ 
ous that Jason Segel has a face for 
comedy. He's got a lumpy, sad-sack 
mug with a dozen inflections to register 
disappointment, confusion, and self¬ 
doubt. But as the basement-dwelling 
hero in Jay and Mark Duplass' new 
quest movie, Segel works his entire 
posture for laughs. He slumps expres¬ 
sively on the couch, does bong rips, 
and ignores chore requests from his 
exasperated mother (Susan Sarandon). 
He cringes meekly when being scolded 
by his asshole older brother (Ed 
Helms), who at least has a job and wife 
(Judy Greer). And yet Segel has more 
range than simply being a six-foot-four 
schlemiel. Jeff, Who Lives at Home 
is a surprisingly mutable, ultimately 
poignant day-in-the-life drama about a 
slacker who genuinely wants to stand 
tall. "All this randomness is leading 
somewhere," Jeff says hopefully. As in 
their prior The Puffy Chair and Cyrus, 
the Duplass brothers are interested in 
demi-adults in the process of discover¬ 
ing, however belatedly, who they are. 
Accordingly, there are some weird 
emotional shifts in tone in Jeff, a karma 
caper that alternates between Jeff's 
increasingly meandering errand and 
his widowed mother's confusion over a 
secret admirer at work. Yet throughout 
his bungling (and his brother's gradual 
awakening), Jeff has a shambling, 
stubborn decency to him, a trace of 
Lebowski. And when all the characters 
and coincidences ultimately converge, 
it ought not be surprising that the 
Duplass brothers hand out multiple 
merit badges—but at least they feel 
earned. Jeff is not a major film, but it's 


an endearing adventure in hope none¬ 
theless. (R) Brian Miller. Countywide. 

JIRO DREAMS OF SUSHI Tucked away 
in the basement of a Tokyo office 
building, in a drab corridor attached 
to a subway station, the restaurant 
Sukiyabashi Jiro seats only a handful, 
boasts three Michelin stars, and is 
presided over by renowned 85-year-old 
sushi chef Jiro Ono. For tens of thou¬ 
sands of yen, you can get a taste of 
the craft he has been tirelessly honing 
since the age of 10. This is, of course, 
a calculus apt to explode the mind of 
even the most casual gourmand, and 
the foodie set is well taken care of in 
director David Gelb's portrait, which 
includes the effusions of a Japanese 
food critic, dutifully nods to the over¬ 
fishing problem, and presents, with no 
small amount of pomp, the outlandishly 
photogenic omakase. Happily, the 
main focus is on the labor, not just its 
fruits. Gelb documents many of Jiro's 
unorthodox methods in the kitchen—no 
family secrets here; just processes 
so cost-inefficient few would dare 
to replicate them. Significant screen 
time goes as well to Jiro's relationship 
with his sons: Yoshikazu, the oldest, is 
in line to take the reins at his father's 
original glorified-supply-room loca¬ 
tion, while the younger Takashi has 
opened a separate (more apparently 
laid-back) branch in Roppongi Hills. 

The best scenes, though, are windows 
onto the other professional associa¬ 
tions the exacting (but far from humor¬ 
less) shokunin has cultivated over the 
years—with "antiestablishment" fish 
and rice dealers, and with his kitchen 
staff, whose grueling apprenticeship 
begins with the painful preparation of 
hot towels. Gelb might flit around a bit 
too much, but his appealing documen¬ 
tary always comes back to its subject's 
determination (sometimes overbearing) 
to leave the most meaningful possible 
legacy to his family and his craft. (PG)

JOHN CARTER With expectations to 
match its obscenely huge budget (an 
estimated quarter of a billion dollars), 
this long-delayed adaptation of pulp 
meister Edgar Rice Burroughs' 1917 
sci-fi swashbuckler A Princess of Mars 


has every right to be a bloated, gutless 
CGI eyesore. What a surprise, then, 
that John Carter —leaden title and 
punishing running time be damned—is 
a lively, visually crafty pleasure. The 
story concerns the late-19th-century 
adventures of reclusive Civil War 
vet and pacifist Carter ( Friday Night 
Lights panty-dampener Taylor Kitsch, 
charming but flat), who's inexplicably 
transported to Mars ("Barsoom" to 
the natives) and reluctantly drawn 
into another conflict. Before you can 
say "Tim Riggins in space," Carter 
acquires superpowers, buddies up with 
a race of four-armed, big green men, 
falls in love with the heiress apparent 
(Lynn Collins) of a matriarchal society, 
and gets a dog, more or less. Any 
action-inclined moviegoer has already 
absorbed loads of the extraterrestrial 
gladiator-cum-cowboy trappings of 
Burroughs' Mars series—he published 
nearly a dozen Carter books over 25 
years. The achievement of John Carter 
is that it takes the elements worn to 
nubs by everything from Star Wars to 
Avatar to TV's Fringe and makes them 
fresh again. Credit goes to director 
Andrew Stanton ( WALL-E, Finding 
Nemo ) and his co-screenwriters 
Michael Chabon and Mark Andrews 
(like Stanton, a Pixar regular), who 
have a clear regard for Burroughs' 
pulp ethic, creaky and racially suspect 
as it is (the green Martians remain 
simple-living savages compared to 
the more advanced, white humanoid 
ones), and the smarts to infuse it with 
disarming, condescension-free levity. 
Disney's dedication to getting maxi¬ 
mum bang for its special-effects buck 
deserves mention, too, despite the 
studio having spent enough here to, 
oh, end world hunger. Having been a 
Tarzan kid myself, I can't vouch for the 
movie's fidelity to its source, but if you 
find yourself drawn into the thing, it's 
beside the point anyway. (PG-13) Mark 
Holcomb.

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film 
from Jean-Pierre and Luc Dardenne, 
Cyril (Thomas Doret), a scrappy 
11-year-old living in an urban orphan¬ 
age, flees school in an attempt to 
track down both his deadbeat dad 


(Jeremie Renier) and the bike he left 
at his dad's house. On the lam, Cyril 
carelessly crashes into Samantha 
(Cecile de France), a hairdresser with 
a shop in Dad's former neighborhood, 
and impulsively asks her to be his 
foster mom. In what plays within the 
Dardennes' understated naturalism 
as a shocking twist, she agrees. This 
tentative new family is threatened 
when Cyril, desperate for male mentor¬ 
ship, falls prey to the manipulations of 
Wes (Egon Di Mateo), a slick teenage 
thug. The second half of the film con¬ 
sists of a fight for Cyril's soul, with the 
straight-and-narrow Samantha on one 
side and the marginal milieu of Wes' 
gang, who lures Cyril into the forest 
on the outskirts of town, on the other. 

In placing an unformed boy in limbo 
between an angelic godmother and 
wolves in the woods, The Kid With a 
Bike becomes a fairy tale. It seems to 
unfold in a different world than that of 
previous Dardenne films, one with a 
wider range of spiritual and practical 
possibilities. It's set in the summer, the 
T-shirted boy moving against a palette 
of primary colors and hazy, warm 
light—the vibe is hopeful. It's still a ver¬ 
sion of the filmmakers' constant inquiry 
into moral consciousness but on a new 
path and with a new destination—a 
tentative happy ending. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth.

MIRROR MIRROR The fairy-tale movie 
is "trending" at present, with promise 
of all sorts of bandwagoning rubbish to 
come, but Mirror Mirror, one of 2012's 
two Snow White films, is an enjoyable 
exception. This is because director 
Tarsem Singh is no mere follower, hav¬ 
ing done extravagant work in the realm 


of pure fantasy for some time—most 
successfully in 2006's feverish bedtime 
story, The Fall. Here, the familiar tale 
is retold with concessions to feminist 
self-determination and camp humor, 
bending the Grimm Brothers' tale with¬ 
out infringing on its basic beauty. The 
widowed evil queen (Julia Roberts) is 
an aging diva, spurred to great bitchi¬ 
ness by the eclipsing beauty of her 
loathed stepdaughter, Snow White (Lily 
Collins). The queen's creeping jealousy 
turns homicidal with the arrival of a 
marriageable prince (Armie Hammer) 
in her oppressed, eternally snowbound 
kingdom, who falls for Snow instead 
of the queen. Singh can always be 
counted on for his opulent imagination, 
and this is no exception—the queen's 
court is a mishmash of royal grandiosi¬ 
ties, Venice-meets-Louis XV-meets- 
luxury hotel lobby. The director also 
reveals a heretofore unexplored 
knack for broad comedy in the patter 
between Roberts and Nathan Lane's 
lickspittle valet, with the Seven Dwarfs 
performers proving America's surfeit 
of fine little-person actors. (PG) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

PROJECT X "There's a midget in the 
oven!" is about as inspired as the 
dialogue and set pieces get in this 
queasy-making entertainment about 
a 17-year-old dude's birthday bac¬ 
chanalia. Produced by The Hangover's 
Todd Phillips, ProjectX repackages that 
franchise's skull-numbing hedonism 
without consequences and second- 
nature misogyny for the SAT-taking set, 
while reassuring young men that there's 
no more ennobling purpose than to "get 
high, fuck bitches." His parents out of 
town for the weekend, Thomas (Thomas 
Mann), a meek, overlooked senior at his 
Pasadena high school, tries to improve 
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his popularity by hosting a blowout—an 
event aggressively publicized by his 
Queens-transplant friend Costa (Oliver 
Cooper, strongly resembling a junior 
Brett Ratner and accurately described 
by one partygoer as "that dick in a 
sweater-vest"). While the rager—pre¬ 
sented as the spliced "documentary" 
footage of a friend with a camera and 
hundreds of mobile devices—spirals 
into chaos (a car at the bottom of 
the pool, gobbled-up ecstasy), plenty 
of teenage titties are bared, a help¬ 
ful reminder to adolescent girls that 
they can grow up to be actresses in 
Hollywood comedies. When an aveng¬ 
ing pot dealer shows up with a flame¬ 
thrower, the wish is only for these little 
fuckers to be set ablaze. (R) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

SAFE HOUSE In Safe House , Ryan 
Reynolds plays Matt Weston, a junior 
CIA agent assigned to babysit a safe 
house in Cape Town. He's dying to be 
transferred to Paris, where his ador¬ 
able girlfriend (Nora Arnezeder) is 
scheduled to take a job. But his boss 
(Brendan Gleeson) tells Matt he needs 
to prove himself. Then an extremely 
high-value "guest" checks into the 
house: rogue agent Tobin Frost (Denzel 
Washington), who has apparently been 
trafficking in global intelligence secrets 
for a decade and has just survived an 
attempt on his life. He's escorted into 
the safe house by a CIA crew who—to 
Matt's wide-eyed surprise—starts 
water boarding their detainee as soon 
as he's "safely" inside. When the guys 
hired to kill Frost show up and interrupt 
the interrogation, Matt escapes the 
ambush with Frost in tow. Grainy and 
hyper-saturated, Safe House has the 
distinct look of deliberate "amateur" 
cinematography, taken to its abstract 
limit by Bourne series DP Oliver Wood's 
handheld, zoom-happy camera. Most 
of the fight and chase scenes register 
not as action, but as blasts and blurs 
of vivid color. Is this accidental or an 
acknowledgement that scrutability 
is not a paramount value of the con¬ 
temporary action sequence? Either 
way, after one duel, Reynolds has a 
line of dialogue recapping his injury 
to the man who inflicted it. (R) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 

SALMON FISHING INTHEYEMEN The 
kind of benign, swooningly humanist 
crowd-pleaser Lasse Hallstrom ( The 
Cider House Buies, Chocolat ) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, 
possibly does), Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen mostly sacrifices the political 
satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, 
if strained, rom-com shenanigans. 

If you're not getting enough of that 
from network TV, this movie's for you. 
Salmon Fishing, which sets up its 
premise and expectations in the title, 
concerns London fisheries specialist 
Fred Jones (Ewan McGregor), who's 
tasked by the prime minister's flack 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) to export British 
salmon to a Yemeni river at the request 
of a sheikh (Amr Waked) with a jones 
for fly-fishing. The sheikh's real estate 
assistant (Emily Blunt) tags along to 
help and, in the process, entices the 
unhappily married Jones into romance 
and Hallstrom-ian self-actualization. 

The first section of the film deploys 
chipper barbs at the expense of career 
bureaucrats, which is funny and effec¬ 
tive—Scott Thomas, who brings the 
raunch, is particularly good—but once 
McGregor and Blunt start dissecting 
their complicated feelings for each 
other, things turn unexpectedly dire. 
They're a ridiculously attractive and lik¬ 
able couple, but Hallstrom overwhelms 
them (and the lush Scottish and 
Moroccan locations, and us) with his 
customary brand of lightweight heavy- 


handedness. (PG-13) Mark Holcomb.

SILENT HOUSE In Silent House, a 
college-age young woman, Sarah 
(Elizabeth Olsen), is on break and help¬ 
ing her father (Adam Trese) and uncle 
(Eric Sheffer Stevens) renovate the 
remote, no-cell-phone-reception lake 
house where they once vacationed as 
a family. Then Uncle storms off after 
a round of fraternal bickering, Dad 
disappears with the keys after going 
upstairs to investigate a mysterious 
thump—there have been drifters and 
vandals about—and Sarah is left to 
fend for herself, playing hide-and-seek 
in a locked, boarded-up house with 
a half-glimpsed, uninvited guest who 
makes the floorboards groan ominously 
and seizes at her with pale arms 
from out of frame. The hook, as in the 
Uruguayan horror movie it remakes, 
is that Silent House's action unfolds 
in 88 minutes of unedited screen time 
in what appears for all purposes to be 
one continuous take. This plays into 
the contemporary mania among horror 
movies for sustaining a pretense of 
verisimilitude while going one better 
than the much-flogged dead horses of 
the surveillance-camera ( Paranormal 
Activity) and found-footage ( The Blair 
Witch Project ) films. It's an impressive 
feat of choreography, but in single- 
mindedly concentrating on headlong 
"immediacy," reality-horror filmmakers 
have tended to lose, in their rush, the 
indelible image, those moments that 
puncture the mind and leave a fester¬ 
ing wound after the credits roll, the 
transcriptions of nightmares we didn't 
know we had. While Silent House does 
superficially spiff up the haunted-house 
movie, it's not built to last. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. AMC Fullerton 20, Fullerton; 
AMC Orange 30, Orange. 

THIS MEANS WAR Hostilities in This 
Means War are declared as two work¬ 
mates compete for the affection of the 
same woman. The contested objec¬ 
tive is Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), a 
product tester who decides to apply 
comparative shopping techniques to 
dating. Her would-be beaus, FDR (Chris 
Pine) and Tuck (Tom Hardy), are best 
friends who sit across from each other 
at work. The hook is that their desks 
are in the slate-colored guts of the 
CIA's Los Angeles field office—and that 
the boys will put the agency's entire 
arsenal to work in their pursuit. Aside 
from the high-concept novelty, This 
Means War prefers to keep things as 
familiar as possible. By the time the line 
"Was this some kind of bet?" arrives, 
it's clear that this is timetable script 
writing, plain and simple. The familiar¬ 
ity of the material extends to Lauren's 
decision between the well-oiled ladies' 
man (FDR) and the solid, dependable 
type (Tuck). Quite recently, Witherspoon 
was looking at the same choice in How 
Do You Know. But where James L. 
Brooks' great, humane film searched 
out emotional individuality within Owen 
Wilson and Paul Rudd's bad-boy/nice- 
guy archetypes, This Means War's 
temperamentally shallow director, McG, 
deals strictly in readymades. Onetime 
music-video director McG has never 
evolved past trying to make every 
scene "pop"; consequently, he's much 
more comfortable crosscutting between 
control-room antics and date nights 
than staying with intimate moments. 

But such constant, coercive insistence 
on what a rollicking good time we're 
having is inevitably smothering. (PG-13) 
Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

21 JUMP STREET The television show 
21 Jump Street, about cops who go 
undercover as high schoolers, debuted 
on Fox in 1987 and ran until 1991. As 
a sign of the progress made since 
the Reagan-Bush era, the mixed-bag, 


big-screen 21 Jump Street mocks the 
program's lethal earnestness with 
retrograde raunch, packing in more 
references to dick-sucking than 20 
Manhunt profiles. The series' coed, 
mixed-race quartet of baby-faced 
police officers has been retooled as 
a white-dude buddy action-comedy 
that announces its cynicism from the 
start. After Schmidt (Jonah Hill) and 
Jenko (Channing Tatum), rookie cops 
who knew each other in high school 
in the mid '00s, botch an arrest, their 
supervisor reassigns them to a new 
detail, described as a project from the 
'80s now being revamped: "All they 
do now is recycle shit from the past 
and expect nobody to notice." Its own 
superfluousness readily acknowledged, 
21 Jump Street tries—and sometimes 
succeeds—to get laughs from Schmidt 
and Jenko's redo of senior year as 
25-year-olds. Dispatched to infiltrate a 
high school drug ring by Jump Street's 
captain (Ice Cube, hilarious), Schmidt, 
a pariah during his real high school 
years, is, in 2012, tight with today's 
cool kids; Jenko, a thick former varsity 
footballer, must now fake his way 
through AP chemistry. Although they 
bounce well off each other, Tatum, 
in his first comedic lead role, is the 
better performer, both more riotous 
and affecting; Hill, on the other hand, 
relies on the same comedic tics that 
have defined him since Superbad: the 
nervous overexplaining of the under¬ 
confident smart aleck. (R) Melissa 
Anderson. Countywide. 

THE VOW A young married couple, Leo 
and Paige (Channing Tatum and Rachel 
McAdams), are rear-ended on a snowy 
Chicago night. He's all right, but she 
comes to with no memory of the past 
half-decade. These have been years of 
significant change. Paige remembers 
being engaged to another man (Scott 
Speedman) in law school and prepar¬ 
ing for a suburban life much like that 
of her parents (Sam Neill and Jessica 
Lange) in exclusive Lake Forest. Now 
she's married to a man she doesn't 
recognize, estranged from her posh 
upbringing, and working as a sculptor. 
With no memories to ballast her to Leo 
and their life, Paige gravitates back 
toward the past that she'd jettisoned. 
Although making the least of its prem¬ 
ise by simplifying Paige's dilemma, 

The Vow offers an unobstructed view 
of charismatic performers, playing 
people working earnestly at a rather 
impossible situation. Bullnecked 
Tatum is about as convincing a studio 
nerd as Steve Albini would be as an 
Abercrombie model, but his shy manner 
around his stranger of a wife is touch¬ 
ing—throat-clearing line readings that 
break down to butting his head against 
the immovable object of her mental 
block. McAdams, meanwhile, brings a 
bright bemusement to her part, which 
refines Paige's crude lifestyle choice, 
as though, having lived two stereotyped 
identities, she's able to find the joke in 
both. Closes with the Cure's "Pictures 
of You" and a chorus of sniffling. (PG- 
13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

WRATH OF THE TITANS Like many a 
franchise-killer, this big, flailing dud of 
a sequel to 2010's Clash of the Titans 
is more (retina-herniating CGI), less 
(fun), and the same (basic plot) as its 
predecessor. What it lacks are the very 
elements that made the first movie 
such a surprise: wit and nerve. What, 
after all, could be riskier or more of a 
hoot than rebooting the cheesiest of 
the Charles Schneer-Ray Harryhausen 
monsterfests? Velveeta is about all 
Wrath of the Titans has to offer. Picking 
up an indistinct number of years after 
the first film—like a lot of expository 
glue, that tidbit seems to have been 
snipped from the final cut—it follows 


half-god Perseus (Sam Worthington) 
on a rote quest to rescue his pop, Zeus 
(Liam Neeson), from the ghastly trio of 
jealous sibling Ares (Edgar Ramirez), 
Uncle Hades (Ralph Fiennes), and, if I 
understand correctly, his giant, lava- 
slinging granddad, an admittedly novel 
movie beast. Who can tell if direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Liebesman ( Battle Los 
Angeles ) brings any spark of his own to 
this family squabble, bogged down as it 
is in special-effects set pieces and cli¬ 


che-bleeding dialogue courtesy of five 
credited screenwriters. Maybe, as one 
character puts it early on, there's just 
"more to life than gods and titans"— 
this season, skyscraper-sized demons, 
pouty deities, and the underworld are 
weak tea compared to a certain bow- 
wielding teenage girl and the preening 
overclass whose thirst for her life-and- 
death struggle has a god-like quality, if 
not an analogue in the real world. (PG-

OMC Gallery’s Parisian bohemian retrospective evokes a yearning for yesteryear

T hose who obsess over the past 

and steep themselves in nostalgia 
to block out the shallow, mass- 
marketed mayhem of our modern, trend¬ 
chasing world must have had a self-reflec¬ 
tive laugh during Woody Allen’s latest 
award-winner, Midnight In Paris, in which 
the lead character pined for the past, only 
to be transported there to meet another 
character who sought escape in a previ¬ 
ous—and considered superior—time. The 
message? Everyone believes that some 
historical landscape just has to be bet¬ 
ter than the one in which they currently 
reside. While Allen’s smartypantsness 
certainly has merit (do you really want to 
die of tuberculosis at age 40 just so you 
can hang out with Picasso?), the truth is 
that some of the tenets and trappings of 
bygone eras were superior to those that 
followed, and the loss of them elicits an 
appropriate wellspring of lament and bit¬ 
terness over the heartless goosestepping 
of this thing called “progress.” 

The OMC Gallery’s new exhibit of 
photographs by Harold Chapman, “The 
Beat Hotel,” is a picturesque and painful 
reminder of this loss—most especially to 
those of us who dabble in the arts—and 
evidence that the paradoxical colonies of 
introverted extroverts who shunned fancy 
media and new technology (because they 
were scrappy poor or because they didn’t 
buy into capitalist chaos) to focus their art 
on exploring the human condition are sadly, 
extinct. This is not to say there weren’t egos 
in residence at 9 Rue Git-le-Coeur (nick¬ 
named “the Beat Hotel”) in 1956—the year 
journalist/photographer Chapman moved 
in and began shooting—for there most cer¬ 
tainly were. Ego was perhaps built on the 
admiration of peers, however, as opposed 
to some marketing coup that made one’s 


work available to bored 1950s housewives 
in exchange for a paycheck that would be 
certainly converted into rye. 

Chapman didn’t seem to think a whit of 
this business model when he chucked his 
job as a waiter in London’s Soho to shack 
up in the squalor of Paris, nor did he know 
he’d soon be surrounded by likeminded 
laureates William S. Burroughs and Allen 
Ginsberg, along with other impressive, 
if now forgotten, writers, singers and 
visual artists. What he did know is that he 
wanted to shoot Paris and he could do it 
better than what he’d already seen done, 
and thus his journey to document the city, 
its citizenry, and the expats seeking refuge 
and inspiration began. 

OMC Gallery owner Rolf Goellnitz 
knows everything there is to know about 
Chapman, whose photographs he has 
been collecting for more than 20 years, 
and getting Goellnitz to pour his informa-

tion into your empty head isn’t only easy, 
but also essential. One thing he told me 
was that Chapman, now 85, once said he 
“takes pictures for the future,” that he 
knows—and knew even back in 1956—that 
life moves on, that eras end, landscapes 
change, and that he wanted to leave sign¬ 
posts for subsequent generations who, 
without visual proof, would never know 
what had come before. It’s as if he were 
set on doing his part to complete the 
human record in some small way, and if 
you’ve never heard a modern artist say 
something like that, you’re not alone. 

The photographs, regardless of Chap¬ 
man’s goal to merely document, are 
astounding, both in subject matter and 
composition, with the imagery ranging 
from moody portraiture of the famous 
and their dingy, single-bed rooms to street 
scenes featuring disparate juxtapositions 
of people and background advertisements. 


There is the image of a nun standing in 
front of a wall advert of a girl in a mini¬ 
skirt, mid-framed so that all we see are the 
nun and the legs behind her. And there is 
the meeting of four businessmen in over¬ 
coats conversing, by happenstance, in front 
of a brassiere advert, the headless woman 
snapping her straps while the men som¬ 
berly wait for their fifth member to arrive. 
These images are all the more impressive 
when we realize Chapman would stake 
out an advert for hours waiting for just the 
right person to pass by, his camera slung 
low on his chest to avoid distraction. 

Likewise, his portraiture and candids of 
fellow artists are striking, with attention 
paid to the taboo relationships only Paris 
embraced, such as the black-and-white 
coupling of writer Vertamae Smart and 
sculptor Bob Grosvenor and the partner¬ 
ing of Ginsberg and Peter Orlovsky, better 
known to their friends as “Mr. and Mrs. 
Ginsberg.” The atmospheric interior shots 
of the hotel (and other dwellings on the 
Left Bank), mostly lit by a single bulb and 
usually featuring a guitar hung on the wall, 
speak most directly to Chapman’s historian 
angle and are what dreamy-eyed yearners 
for yesteryear should pay the most atten¬ 
tion to when it comes to progress pains: 

The Beat Hotel was a dump. There were no 
modern conveniences, no TVs, no in-room 
phones. It was not a warm, comfy, pleasure 
palace of luxury, and it probably had rats. 
Then again, without the bother of keep¬ 
ing up with the Joneses or the worry over 
presenting a mainstream or hipster facade, 
these artists created some of the most 
important work in literary and visual his¬ 
tory-work that we still revere and attempt 
to emulate today. Pining for the past may be 
futile, but striving to resurrect it may not. 
Here’s hoping the beat does, in fact, go on.

Skin Like a Korean 
Soap Opera Star 

I f you happen to watch Korean soap operas, 
you'll notice a couple of things. One, some¬ 
one always either gets cancer, loses the 
use of a body part or dies in a car accident. 
(Uplifting stuff!) And two, everyone has 
amazingly glowing skin. 

Apparently, the secret to their radiance is 
something called BB cream—blemish balm or 
beauty balm. I've been seeing the stuff every¬ 
where lately—on blogs, cosmetics counters 
and friends' bathroom shelves. Some devout 
users describe it as "magic." One blog¬ 
ger wrote, "It changed my life. I can't even 


describe how seriously awesome this cream 
is. I put it on, ran over to my mom and said, 
'Doesn't my face look amazing? Touch it!'" 

Eagerto learn more about this miracle 
potion (and then immediately dive into a pool 
of it), I turned to my friend Anna M. Park, 
editor in chief of Audrey , an Asian-American 
women's-lifestyle magazine. "It's essentially 
treatment, SPF and moisturizer, all in a thick- 
ish tinted lotion that smoothes and evens out 
skin," she tells me. "Think of it as more cov¬ 
erage than your average tinted moisturizer 
and less than your average foundation." 

As for the "treatment" component, BB 
cream function as a multivitamin for your face. 
You no longer need an army of expensive for¬ 
mulas and serums in your daily regimen. The 
cream's ingredients, which vary by brand, can 
help fix a host of imperfections: dark spots, 
acne, dullness, dryness, fine lines and sagging. 

According to Park, a German doctor cre¬ 


ated a blemish balm as aftercare for laser 
surgery patients. It eventually made its way to 
Asia, where South Korean actresses touted 
the cream as their secret to ssaeng-ul —"that 
coveted no-makeup look of clear, dewy skin," 
she describes. Now, a number of global 
beauty companies have their own versions of 
BB cream, including Estee Lauder, Dior, Gar- 
nier, Smashbox, Clinique and Boscia. 

I decided to try one of Park's favorite BB 
creams, Dr. Jart+ Water Fuse Beauty Balm 
SPF 25 PA++ (available at Sephora, $32). I 
don't typically wear much on my face—just 
some powder with SPF and a little concealer 
to hide any pesky zits. The moment I applied 
it, I was surprised at what I saw in the mirror. 

I looked like me —or, well, a version of me 
that drinks tons of water, gets eight hours of 
sleep each night, and didn't eat In-N-Out and 
Flaming Hot Cheetos for dinner last night. My 
face was instantly brighter, smoother and 


more dewy-looking. 

The downside to 
most BB creams is 
that currently, there 
aren't many shades 
out there. Most brands 
have just one or two 
hues, and those hues 
are usually based on 
East Asian or fair skin 
tones. More shades are 
in the works, but if a BB 
cream appears too light, 
you can try topping it wit 
your favorite powder. 

While I still can't sob on 
cue as Korean soap stars do, 
with the help of BB cream, I 
can at least have their glow.

Alone and Unafraid 

Mike Doughty’s much happier as a solo artist, thank you very much

I f Mike Doughty had played his cards 
right, his 1990s alt-rock band Soul 
Coughing would be reuniting at Coach¬ 
ella right about now. At the very least, the 
New Yorkers would be co-headlining a 
tour with Blues Traveler or other HORDE 
Fest alumni. 

Songs such as 1996’s “Super Bon Bon” 
won a devout following for the band with 
an original, quirky sound that fuses jazz 
with a sample-driven blend of hip-hop, 
electronica and rock. Soul Coughing 
reached a degree of mainstream success 
in the mid-to-late ’90s, highlighted by an 
arena tour with the Dave Matthews Band 
and gigs with Jeff Buckley. “Circles” 
climbed as high as No. 8 on Billboard’s 
Modern Rock Chart and was played on 
alt-rock stations across the country. Even 
so, arguments over songwriting credits 
and publishing monies, compounded by 
Doughty’s drug and alcohol addictions, 
led to the band to call it quits in 2000. 

Now sober for 12 years, Doughty is 
going strong as a solo artist and, in January, 
released his autobiography, The Book of 
Drugs, which chronicles his drug-infused 
days and gives fans an inside look at the 
dysfunction that was Soul Coughing. 

“My impetus was that I had a bunch 
of really good stories,” Doughty says. “I 
don’t claim to have any overarching wis¬ 
dom on my life.” 

If you’re hoping for the band to re¬ 
form, don’t hold your breath. In the 
book, Doughty refers to his former 
bandmates not by name, but instead as 
“the bass player,” “the drummer” and the 
“sampler player.” He expresses a lot of 
disappointment with and anger over how 
things worked out with Soul Coughing. 

“My bandmates, in my opinion, were 
kind of psychotic,” he says. “So many 
of the decisions were made out of spite 
toward me. It was a nightmarish situation. 
Soul Coughing were an abusive marriage 
full of emotional violence, and I have no 
interest in stuff I wrote years before I met 
those guys—it’s heartbreaking. Lots of 
people are Soul Coughing fans; I am not.” 

Doughty’s solo career, on the other 
hand, has grown organically. When 
he first set out on his own, most of the 
audience were Soul Coughing fans 
who resented Doughty for becoming a 
singer/songwriter. He refused to play 
the old songs, instead focusing on tracks 
from his 2000 solo debut, Skittish. Die¬ 
hard fans were upset, but because of the 
album’s availability on sites such as Nap¬ 
ster, people who were fans of the new 
material and hadn’t heard of his earlier 
work started to check out his live shows. 

“It was just me, and I was making exactly 
the type of music I wanted to make,” he 
says. “I can’t explain how free I felt.” 

Now, touring behind the release of 
both the book and his live album, The

Question Jar Show, Doughty has con¬ 
structed a show unlike any he’s done 
before. He’ll play a couple of songs, 
then read a passage from the book, then 
answer fans’ questions and repeat. 

“I was quite terrified contemplating 
doing this at first,” he explains. “But it’s 
going really well.” 

Performing before seated audiences 
that range from 50 to 500 people has 
allowed for this unorthodox show to 
reach fans in a more personal way. Fans 
will get the answers about all things 
Doughty they haven’t heard or read 
about. So far, things have gone well. 
“Generally, the vibe has been chilled-out 
and intimate,” he says. 

These days, too, Doughty is relieved 


that his fans appreciate his newer mate¬ 
rial. Lately, he’s far more likely to hear 
calls for “Madeline and Nine” instead of 
Soul Coughing’s “Circles,” which shows 
how much he has distanced himself 
from his former group. 

Having released six studio albums, 
three live albums and two books and 
conquered both professional demons, 
Doughty is in a better place, still grow¬ 
ing as both an artist and songwriter. The 
success he’s had as a solo artist has been 
much more rewarding than what he had 
with Soul Coughing, he says. 

“Life is quite amazing. I feel like I’m 
a better artist than I’ve ever been; I have 
more friends,” Doughty says. “Every¬ 
thing is much more dynamic, interesting, 
fascinating and romantic and poetic.”

Hellogoodbye Say 
Hello Again 

F or the past 11 years, Forrest Kline has 
been writing, singing and playing guitar 
for Hellogoodbye, the Warped Tour-friendly 
saccharine emo-pop band who once called 
Huntington Beach home. But after nearly a 
decade of keyboard-and-vocoder pogo jams 
about high-school crushes and innocent, 
booze-free parties, Kline didn't call it quits, 
as did many of his contemporaries. Instead, 
he moved to Long Beach, got married and 
released 2010's Would It Kill You?—a record 
of straightforward, grown-up indie pop. 

After recovering from his recent trek to 
Austin, Texas, for this year's South By South¬ 
west music festival, Kline talked to us about 
his 100-year-old house; Hellogoodbye's next 
record, due out this year; and all the Long 
Beach weirdos who make you feel sane. 

OC Weekly; You just got back from 
SXSW. How was it this year? 

Forrest Kline: It was awesome. I think it 
was our second or third time, but this was 
the best time. We played some new songs 
off demos I've been doing, but the real differ¬ 
ence is that I drink now, so it was more fun. 

Was this the first time you got to play these 
new songs live ? What do they sound like ? 

It was the first time playing them live, and 
it went really well. Sometimes it's kind of hard 
to translate the songs. Like, even if you think 
the recording is awesome, it's really hard to 
make it happen live, but these songs came 
out real easy. They sound like the last record, 
which was much more instrument-based and 
much more live-sounding than our previous 
records. There's a lot of that still—but mixed 
in with more groove-based things. The new 
stuff is a lot more rhythmic. I used to always 
write based around rhythms, and the last 
record I didn't—it was more melodic. Now 
it's kind of both, but I've definitely brought the 
emphasis back on the rhythm. 

On the SXSW website, Hellogoodbye are 
listed as being from Long Beach. Do you 
still have any Huntington Beach pride? 

We were talking about this the other day, 
and I don't know how to qualify where I'm 
from, really. I wasn't born in Huntington, 
and I haven't lived in Huntington in six 
years, so I feel weird saying I'm from Hun¬ 
tington because I don't identify with that. 

I can say where I'm born and where I live 
now, but what does that matter? Southern 
California as a whole influences me, but so 
does Long Beach, I suppose, in a way. 

What drew you to Long Beach? 

I came up here from Huntington just 
because I liked the houses. There are a 
bunch of cool Craftsman [homes], and that's 
honestly why we ended up here. But it's not 
as snooty as LA, for sure. There's definitely 
an interesting culture here. Walking down 
the street, no matter what, there is someone 
weirder and crazierthan you in Long Beach.

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Searching for Soul 

Youth Lagoon dive into solitude, idealism and nostalgia

I f, for some reason, you’ve been on the 
lookout for a lonely sounding record 
by a musician from Idaho, you can call 
off the hunt. Youth Lagoon’s The Year of 
Hibernation captures desolation in its pur¬ 
est sonic form. Everything about the 2011 
debut record from Boise resident Trevor 
Powers—his fragile, far-off vocals; the 
careful, melodic pitter-patter of washed- 
out synths; the unfinished, hollow-sound¬ 
ing production—screams, “All I want is 
a friend or two. Please.” Turns out, that 
image is a blurry reflection of reality. 

“When I was writing [Hibernation], it 
wasn’t like I was alone the whole time. 

I was still doing the same the things I 
always do, hanging out with the same 
people. But [I had] that sense of mental 
isolation instead of physical isolation; 
sometimes my mind just doesn’t turn off. 
It can kind of take me to weird places 
where I could be hanging out with some¬ 
one, but I’m not,” he says. “Even when 
I’m with people sometimes, I don’t feel 
like I’m totally present. I don’t know 
exactly what it is other than my mind 
moving faster or something. But I don’t 
think I’m a lonely person.” 

Powers evidently has some very 
quixotic values when it comes to Youth 
Lagoon—a project whose creation came 
from “years of experimenting.” The goal, 
he says, was to “try to just let the music 
come out the way it wants to, instead 
of having preformed notions on how 
the music should sound.” As a one-man 
project in a world where indie pop/rock 
solo bedroom projects are all the rage, 
Powers is all about solo experimentation. 
“[You can] formulate music exactly how 
you want without anyone else there to try 
[and] stir the pot,” he says. 

He did have some assistance on Hiber¬ 
nation from a friend who gave him feed¬ 
back and helped with production and 
engineering. “I think sometimes having

that tug of war with a producer figure—or 
someone else in the room—adds some 
tension [and] helps ideas become more 
pure,” he says. Powers is deeply attached 
to idea of authenticity and wholly 
immersing yourself in your work. After 
Youth Lagoon gained steam online, he 
landed a record deal on the venerable 
indie Fat Possum Records; Powers then 
dropped out of college and quit his job 
to pursue his music career. Talk about 
putting all your eggs in one basket—or 
maybe, Powers is being idealistic. 

Many of the songs on Hibernation are 
about people and days long gone. Even 
though he’s only in his early 20s, Power 
recalls being 9 and 17 in two separate 
songs, focusing on these lyrical anecdotes 
as though he’s analyzing key moments 
in a life that’s almost over. When he’s 
not being so specific about the past, its 
reverberations seem to linger in his lyr¬ 
ics. “[It’s] basically all you have to relate 
things to, but I never romanticize the 
past. I don’t consider myself a nostalgic 
artist in any way,” he says. “I probably 
think two or three more times about the 
future than I do about the past. I probably 
think too much about the future.”

Y ou probably recognize Alyssandra 
Nighswonger from the cafes and 
small theaters around Long Beach, where 
she and her former band, the Daymakers, 
played stripped-down electric folk in a 
style that has become definitive of the city's 
music scene, which champions the rootsy 
Americana of decades past. 

Now a solo artist, she's a voracious 
collaborator without boundaries. Taking 
advantage of free flights courtesy of her 
brother who works in the airline industry, 
she has teamed up with Joshua Bassett of 
the Portland band Welfare to produce her 
newest EP, When My Love Knot Slips. 

She'll celebrate the record release at a 
variety show she curated, "Follow Me Along 
the Sea Vaudeville Spectacular," which fea¬ 
tures a roster of locals bands, tap dancers, 
jugglers and, yes, vaudeville performances. 
The aptly titled production doubles as a 
fund-raiser for Nighswonger's six-week, 
1,500-mile bicycle tour of the West Coast, 
spanning from Seattle backto Long Beach, 
with dates in Seattle, Olympia, Portland, 
Eureka, San Francisco, Santa Cruz, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara and Ventura. 

She's gearing up for the trip with an 
intense workout regimen and a multi-tier 
Indiegogo campaign to raise the $5,000 
she needs to hit the road. The top rung of 
support is a cool $1,000 donation, for which 
Nighswonger will write a song about the 
subject of your choosing, then perform and 
record it (with video!) amidst a scenic look¬ 
out deep in the Redwoods. 

OC Weekly; What inspired the idea of 


touring the West Coast on a bicycle? 

Alyssandra Nighswonger: Last July, 
my car broke down, so I started doing lots 
of cycling to get around, including a 30-mile 
roundtrip from my house to where I work 
at Disneyland. Then in October, my brother 
told me he would rotate his buddy pass to 
another friend. I thought it would be a great 
challenge to do a music tour by bicycle to 
connect my project up in Portland with my 
music down here. 

What has been your training regimen 
thus far? 

My travel companion, Sarah Rosen- 
berger, is way more fitness-savvy than [I 
am]. She's made a whole training plan for 
us. We did our first 60-mile ride last week¬ 
end from Long Beach to Laguna Beach and 
back. This week is hill-training. We've also 
been cross training and doing yoga, run¬ 
ning and weights at the gym. 

What's your travel inventory for the trip? 

We're putting panniers on our bikes and 
loading up ourtents, sleeping bags, a camp¬ 
ing stove, maintenance stuff—extra tires, 
spokes, tubes, chain links and brake pads, 
and a first-aid kit. I'll be bringing Baby Taylor 
in a hard case with a pickup installed, extra 
strings, CDs. I'll have my mom mail merch 
to a few stops on the way, so I don't have to 
carry it all at once. Then, of course, my 35mm 
camera, some film, my flip and my journal. 

What made the last Vaudeville so special 
for everyone involved? 

It was like that book, If You Give a Mouse 
a Cookie, in which one idea begets another 
idea. The best part was this openness and a 
beautiful sense of community that everyone 
had. With each band, we had a dance act 
or a film, and there were no rehearsals. So 
when we performed, we were looking at 
an audience, their faces lit up by the movie 
screen, reacting to something we'd never 
seen and couldn't see because we were 
performing. It was electric.

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I have an awesome relationship with an awesome 
guy.
